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MACKEY GIVEN HIS SEAT 


DISGRACEFUL SCENES OREATED 
BY THE BOURBONS. 

THEIR VAIN STRUGGLES TO RETAIN’ THE 
SOUTH CAROLINA SEAT—AN ATTACK ON 
THE SPEAKER WHICH CAUSES GREAT DIS8- 
ORDER—THE IRREPRESSIBLE SPRINGER 
AND MR. COX DISTINGUISH THEMSELVES, 

Wasuinctox, May 81.—E. W. M. 

(Mackey was given to-night the seat in the 
House to which he was entitled, and Mr. Dib- 
ble, who has complacently occupied a place to 
which he had no right, was ousted. The clos- 
ing scenes of this memorable debate were 
characterized by tumultuous confusion and 
repeated violations of all rules of order. 
| The debate was resumed this morning after 
\the reading of the Journal, and Mr. Atherton, 
‘the special representative of the Democrats in 
this case, spoke for nearly two hours, Follow- 
ing the example of Mr. Davis, he paid little 
jattention to the real merits of the contest, but 
‘devoted nearly all of his time to a consid- 
eration of the allegations of fraud upon 
which his party had based its filibuster- 
ing proceeding. There was confusion at 
times during his’ {speech;fowing to the 
questions addressed to him by Republicans, 
but in the main the debate was carried on in 
good temper. The best speech of the day was 
made by Judge Ranney, of Massachusetts, a 
mew member, but one who has an excellent 
reputation asa lawyer. He not only showed 
in detail the nature and magnitude of the 
frauds committed at the ballot-box against 
Mackey, but made a careful and conclusive 
exhibition of the facts relating to the charges 
of forgery and manipulation of testimony, and 
proved that the charges had no foundation 
and were only a flimsy subterfuge. Mr. Moul- 
ton, of lilinois, then spoke in behalf of Dibble, 
and Mr. Jones, of Texas, the Greenbacker, 
made a good speech in support of Mackey and 
in behalf of honest elections. 

At5o’clock Mr. Calkins demanded the pre- 
vious question, with the understanding that 
Mr. Dibble should have an hour, and Mr. 
Evins, of South Carolina, 10 minutes, Then 
Mr. Randall moved to recommit the case with 
instructions that the allegations of forgery and 
mutilation of testimony should be examined. 
This motion was lost by a vote of 97 to 137, 
and immediately afterward the previous 
guestion was ordered by a vote of 151 to 3. 
This vote showed that Maekey would be 
peated before adjournment. The debate was 
then closed. Mr. Dibble spoke at length, de- 
nouncing the committee for its alleged refusal 
to examine his charges and endeavoring toshow 
that the charges were well founded. Mr. Cal- 
kins then eloquently defended the committee 
and advocated the preservation of a free bal- 
Jot and a fair count. 

Up to this time the session had been an or- 
derly one, but when the settlement of the ques- 
tion became close at hand, and the battled 
Democrats saw that they could no longer op- 
pose a righteous adjustment of the contest, the 
trouble begau. While the Republicans were 
applauding Mr. Calkins’s peroration, the irre 
oressible Springer arose and declared that they 
had shown their desire for pure elections by 
inaugurating Hayes after Tilden had been elect- 
ad. His voice was soon drowned by cries of *‘ Or- 
der” from the Republican side, but he continued 
to speak until called to order by the Speaker, 
Then Republicans made tke point that Mr. 
Springer’s remarks ought not to appear in the 
Record. This point was sustained, but 
Springer cried that if they did not get into the 
Record they would go to the country. Mr. 
Mills, of Texas, also became excited, and, with 
many warlike gestures, repeated the charge of 
fraud in 1876. Great confusion followed. Tie 
Republicans derided their opponents, and 
above the din many expressions were heard 
from the Republican side which were not of a 
nature to restore quiet. Not until the Speaker 
threatened to direct the Sergeant-at-Arms to 
suppress him did Mr. Mills cease speaking. 
As be sat down he yelled: ‘‘The Speaker can 
preserve order and suppress the Record, but he 
can never blot from the history of the country 
that treason against the Government.”’ 

Then, after one of the most memorable of 

arliamentary struggles, the resolution seating 

Mackey was passed by a vote of 150 to 3, and 

the new member came up to the bar and was 

sworn in, 

‘**] rise to a question of privilege,” said Mr, 
McLane, of Maryland. A long resolution had 
been prepared by the Democrats, assailing the 
action taken by the Speaker on Monday in re- 
fusing to entertain Mr. Springer’s dilatory mo- 
tions or his appeals. The preamble recited the 
facts in detail, and the resolution declared that 
in the judgment of the House the motions and 
appeals ought to have been entertained, and that 
the rulings of the Chair and his refusal to en- 
tertain the motions and appeals were arbitrary 
and are conderaned and censured by the House. 
The reading of this attack upon the Chair 
caused great excitement, and nearly every 
member sprang to his feet. Mr. Reed moved 
to lay the resolution upon the table. A ques- 
tion arose then as to whether the resolution 
was really a question of nes The Speaker 
said, in answer to Mr. Hiscock’s point of or- 
der bearing upon titis, that Mr. MeLane had 
told him beforehand that the resolution relat- 
ed to the parliamentary action’of the majority 
and was not personal tothe Chair. Mr. Mc- 
Lane held that it was not personal, but the Re- 
publicans reminded him that the resolution 
censured the Speaker. The Speaker said that 
if he bad not distinctly understood that it was 
not personal he would have left the chair while 
the resolution was under consideration, He 
preferred to put the question on the motion to 
lay on the table and not to rule on the point of 
order. He was clear that the resolution was 
not a privileged question. The Democrats 
won reminded him that he had the right to 

eave the chair. ‘*The Chair does not de- 

sert the post of duty,’’ the Speaker 
replied. The House then became uproari- 
ously out of order. The Speaker’s de- 
sire to put Mr. Reed’s motion enraged 
the Democrats, who claimed that Mr. McLane 
had a right to be heard in support of his reso- 
lution, and declared that Mr. Reed had no 
right to take him from the floor. The voint 
of order was withdrawn, and the Republicans 
demanded a vote. So great was the confusion 
that it was with difficulty that any voice could 
be heard or understood. Mr. Cox at last velled 
that the Speaker should leave the chair before 
putting the motion, and the Speaker replied 
that norule required him to doso. Mr. Black- 
burn also came to the rescue of Mr. McLane, 
and, with Mr. Cox, was shouting in his behalf, 
while uproar on all sides drowned their voices. 

Mr. Miller, of Pennsylvania, told Mr, Cox to 

sit down. Mr. Cox walked over until he 

almost reached the Pennsylvania member and 
shook his fist in his face. This encounter was 
amusing and the House began to laugh. : 

The Speaker atylast ruled with emphasis 
that the motion was not debatable. The storm 
arose once more, and Republican members de- 

nounced Mr. Cox for violating the rules. The 

Speaker called him to order and teld him that 

he must respect the House and the Chair. “I 

would respect the Chair,’’ replied Mr. Cox, *‘ if 

the Chair would respect itse!f.’’? After Mr. Ran- 
dali had made another protestin behalf of Mr. 

McLane, a controversy arose between the lat- 

ter and Mr. Hazelton, which was interrupted 

by the Speaker, who attempted to put the 
question on the motion to lay on the table. 

He was not allowed to do this until Mr. Mc- 

Lane and his allies had repeated their angry 

protests, but at last the House became com- 

paratively quiet and the roll was called. The

A VICTORY FOR CAMERON, 
MR, JACKSON CONFIRMED AS REVENUE COL- 
LECTOR IN PLACE OF MR. BULLIVAN. 

Wassineton, May 31.—Another nomina- 
tion, closely related to the political contest in 
the Republican Party of Pennsylvania, was 
confirmed to-day by the Senate, that of Sam- 
uel M, Jackson to be Collector of Internal Rev- 
enue in the Twenty-third Pennsylvania Dis- 
trict, in place ef John M. Sullivan. Jackson is 
one of Senator Cameron’s supporters, and Sul- 
livan is not. The majority in favor of confirm- 
ation was so large that the work was done by 
a viva voce vote. Senator Mitchell defended 
Sullivan and Senator Cameron defended Jack- 
son. The Independent Senator declared that 
Sullivan had been removed for partisan rea- 
sons alone, and that Jackson had been nomi- 
nated simply to accomplish political results 
which could not be secured through Sullivan. 


He produced proots of Sullivan’s good char- 
acter as aman andas an officer. He showed 
telegrams and petitions trom more than 8,000 
persons remonstrating against Sullivan's re- 
moval, and declared that Sullivan had been 
told by the President and Senator Cameron 
last Winter that they did not intend to remove 
him. He described the effect which arbitrary 
removals at the dictation of one man had had 
upon the party in Pennsylvania, and de- 
nounced boss rule most emphatically, 

Senator Cameron replied briefly. He said 
Mr. Sullivan had held the office for three 
terms; that while he bad performed its duties 
inan efficient manner, it was absurd to sup- 
pose that no other man of integrity, capacity, 
and character, such as Mr. Jackson, would not 
make just as efficient a Cellector. He de- 
nied that Mr. Jacksen’s appointment was 
made entirely for political purposes. Mr. 
Sullivan, he said, had been a_ politician 
and had been almost as active in Pennsylvania 
— asany other Collecter in the State. 
‘be President, he maintained, had a perfect 
right to make whatever appointments he saw 
fit, and it was the duty of the Senate, if no 
objections against the character of the ap- 
pointes were urged, to confirm him. The 
President, Mr. Cameron declared, was the ap- 
pointing power. if he madeachange in any 
office it was only fair to presume that good 
and sufficient reasons for the change were pre- 
sented to him. In the case of Sullivan there 
were reasons which had satisfied the President 
that a change could be made with advantage 
to the service, and he had made it.

NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 
WASHINGTON, May 31, 1882, 

The Court of Claims has cleared up all the 
cases on the docket for this term and ad- 
journed to Nov. 27. 

It is estimated that the decrease of the pub- 
lic debt for May is about $11,000,000, being 


less than usual on account of heavy pension 
payments made during the month, 

The quarterly interest on registered 444 per 
cent, bonds, funded loan of 1891, due June 1, 
amounts to $2,063,597 05, of which $54,236 81 
goes to foreign bondholders, $374,466 37 to na- 
tional banks, and $1,634,593 87 to domestic 
holders, The checks required to pav this in- 
terest—11,961 in number--were mailed by 
Treasurer Gilfillan to-day. 

The certificates of deposit for May show an 
increase in receipts from internal revenue as 
compared with the same month of last year of 
$1,590,365, The total receipts for the 11 months 
ending to-day were $183,740,319, being an in- 
crease for the 11 months of $10,222,000. The 
receipts for May were $16,847,273 58, being 
more than was collected in any one month 
since the bulk of the war taxes were abolished, 

At a meeting of the lot-owners and Trustees 
of Glenwood Cemetery last evening, a com- 
munication from Mrs. Meckleham, grand- 
daughter of Thomas Jefferson, was submitted 
for action. Shesays she is the nearest rela- 
tive now living ot Thomas Jefferson; that 
Monticello, Jefferson’s homestead, where he 
was buried, has passed out of the control of 
bis family; that she has examined Glenwood 
Cemetery and has selected a place in the 
grounds which she deems eligible and suitable 
for the burial of the remains of her grand- 
father; and, if the Board of Trustees will con- 
vey a suitable lot to the United States at the 
place selected, in trust for the burial of 
Thomas Jefferson and such of his family as 
may be hereafter removed there or buried 
there, she will procure the removal of the re 
mains of Jefferson to that place at as early a 
day as may be practicable and convenient. 
The Board of Trustees ordered the deed to be 
executed conveying the ground selected in fee 
simple to the United States for the purposes 
expressed.

THE JAPANESE INDEMNITY 


ANOTHER SESSION WASTED IN 
TALK UPON THE SUBJECT. 
THE VARIOUS AMENDMENTS DISCUSSED—A 
DECLARATION THAT NO LOBBY IS WORK- 
ING FOR THE MEASURE—THE ARMY BILL 
TO BE CONSIDERED TO-DAY. 

Wasnineton, May 31.—Again the Senate 
has devoted several heurs to the discussion of 
the Japanese Indemnity Fund bill and again 
it has been carried over without a vote. Mr. 
Morrill, pressing his amendment, asked that 
Japan should be paid only $785,000, the 
amount originally paid by that nation, and 
that the bonds held in the State Depart- 
ment should then be canceled. A speech 
was made by Mr. Bayard, but as 
that gentleman spoke in an unusually 
thin voice and with rather more than his cus- 
temary deliberation, it was difficult to tell just 
what be was driving at. Mr. Blair advocated 
the payment of both principal and_in- 
terest of the fund, If this was not done 
it was plain that the Government would 
make about $1,200,000 out of the money 
extorted from Japan. Mr. Van Wyck, 
his New-York friends will be glad to learn, 
has acquired an antipathy for the lobby, and 
having already tried to prejudice the chances 
of the bill by shouting that a Japanese lobby 
was pressing it in Congress, repeated his ve- 
hement speech in an unusually loud voice, and 
with an accompaniment of hard slapping and 
gestures that were distressing with the ther- 
mometer up to 80°, 

Mr. Bayard, having restated the case once 
more, closed his statement with the declaration 
that he believed the United States would be 
honorably discharging its obligation to Japan 
if it returned the amount paid as indemnity, 
without interest, Mr. Miller, of California, 
tried to make plain something that most of the 


Senators failed to understand. There seems 
to be an impression that the Simonoseki ex- 
pedition was against the Japanese Government 
and that the Tycoon’s proposition to pay the 
crews of the Wyoming and the Ta-kiang, is a 
proposition pay the United States for the ex- 
pees combat with Japan; whereas the 

Inited States, in the fight at Simonoseki, was 
helping the ‘tycoon to subdue a rebellious 
Prince, This Mr. Miller explained at length, 
and advocated the repayment of the whole 
amount of the indemnity and accrued interest. 

Mr. Morgan, who has very diligently ad- 
vocated this measure, had heard in the Senate 
a charge that a lobby was working for Japan 
to pass the bill. To-day he announced that 
he bad taken the liberty of calling upon the 
Cnargé d@’ Affaires of Japan in this city, and 
had learned from him thut Japan had been 
obliged to borrow money at 10 per 
cent, to pay the indemnity; that Japan 
was willing that the bounty to the 
crews of the Wyoming and Ta-Kiang should 
be paid and that it was distressing to the rep- 
resentative of Japan to hear that a lobby was 
said to be pressing the passage of the bill un- 
der discussion, Mr. Takahira denied that 
there was any attorney employed for such a 
purpose. Mr. Morgan thought Japan could be 
depended upon to use the money properly, and 
expressed the opinion that we were treating 
Japan as if she had no rights, no power, and 
almost no respectability. If we chose to retain 
the indemnity, we could not complain if Japan 
chose to close the port of Simonosiki. 

With rather more than customary acidity 
Mr. Ingalls savagely construed Mr, Morgan’s 
talk with the Japanese Chargé d’ Affaires as 
diplomatic business to influenee pending legis 
lation, denounced the proposition that the im- 
demnity fund bad earned interest as *‘ idle jug- 
glery,”’ ‘a trick of book-keeping,” and ‘ mere 
legerdemain.”? He had never known a more 
shining instance of ‘‘ pseudo philanthropy’’ 
than the proposition to repay this fund. Mr. 
Hawlev offered an amendment proposing to 
repay the original sum with interest at 6 per 
cent., instead of turning over the bonds. Mr. 
Hale expressed his surprise that this fund had 
never been a subject of diplomatic corre- 
spendence between the two nations, and for 
that reason it was fraught with suspicion. 
He proposed that the bonds held in the State 
Department shonld be sold and the proceeds 
turned over to the Japanese home Govern- 
ment or to its representative in Washington. 
Without taking a vote onany of the many 
amendments, the bill went over. 

Mr. Bayard found opportunity to give notice 
that to-morrow or next day he should ask the 
Senate to take up and dispose of the Distilled 
Spirits bill, which was a matter of great con- 
cern to large business interests. Mr. Platt 
once more gave notice of his purpose of get- 
ting aday for the consideration ef pension 
bills on the calendar, and Mr, Allison mapped 
out the work for to-morrow, when he an- 
nounced that the Army appropriation would 
be reported in the morning, when heshould re- 
quest that the Senate preceed immediately to 
dispose of it. 

For several days the time usually given up 
to the consideration of bills under the Anthony 
rule has been monopolized by the discussion of 
the bill to reimburse the Creek orphan fund to 
the extent of about $250,000. Mr. Sherman 
has opposed the bill vigorously and had made 
a motion to postpone it indefinitely, Slater, 
who had the bill in charge, ¢ent to the desk 
this morning a letter from the acting Commis- 
sioner of Indian Affairs, containing the infor- 
mation that the measure had been approved 
by several Secretaries of the nterior 
and not long ago by Secretary Schurz. Mr. 
Sherman’s motion for indefinite postponement 
was lost by a vote of 20 to 25. Mr. Cockrell 
secured an amendment limiting the benefits to 
accrue under the bill to Creeks who were 
orphans on March 24, 1832, and their heirs. 
At 2 o’clock the bill was laid aside for further 
discussion. 


A GREAT LAND SCHEME. 
Pet ORE Ne RE 
PROPOSED PURCHASE OF A SHARE OF THE 
CANADIAN PACIFIC’S GRANTS. 

CHICAGO, May 31.—Early this morning two 
distinguished parties of travelers coming from dif- 
ferent directions met in the Grand Pacific Hotel, 
The party fromthe North-west consisted of the 
Duke of Manchester, Lord E]phinastone, and suite, 
and President Stephen, of the Canadian Pacific 
Railroad. They were met by R. B. Angus, Vice- 
President of the Canadian Pacific, and Mr. Scarth, 
of Cochran, Searth & Co., Toronto. The object of 
the meeting was negotiations looking to the pur- 
chase of a targe slice of the 25,000,000 acres 
of land ‘granted the railroad. The visit 
of his Grace of Manchester’ to the 
golden North-west has resulted in the formation 
of a great land company to handle the land ande 
encourage emigration. This company, together 
with the Hartford Land Company of Scotland and 
several English and Canadian capitalists, have 
combined and formed a gigantic corporation, 
with £3,000,000 ‘tapital, which has made a 
bid for the unoccupied lands ehiefiy lying in the 
Saskatcheman country. Reports from Canada say 
that the land company has offered to buy the 
$9,000,000 of bonds of the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
road Company now held bythe Bank of Montreal, 
and tnat a further issue of $6,000,000 of the bonds 
is to be made and placed in the same way. The 
railway company if the deal is made is to accept 
these bonds in payment for lands at110. This 
would give the land company complete control of 
‘the land and development of the new territory.

WOMENIN THE EPISCOPAL CHURCH. 
CuicaGo, May 31.—At to-day’s session of the 
Convention of the Eriscopal Diocese of Illinois, 
the Committee on Legislation, to whom had been 
referred the proposed amendment of canon 6, title 


111, whereby the word “ male” would be stricken 
out, reported adversely. The effect of the pro- 
posed amendment was to allow women to vote at 
the election of Wardens and Vestrymen. A debate 


followed. several delegates pertitpemer: Dr. Hol- 
land eloquently opposed the proposed change in 
the canon. The fundamental principle of the 
relation of the sexes was involved. He 
advocated the subordination of women, holding 
that every man’s vote represented the spirit of his 
wife and daughter.

THE CHICAGO MARKETS. 


AGTIVITY IN GRAIN, BUT PROVISIONS DULL 
—WAITING FOR THE NEW MOVE, 


Cuicaco, May 31.—After three days of in- 
termission the markets epened weak and irregular 
to-day, with activity in grain and relative dullness 
in provisions, The latter were not much wanted 
by any class of buyers, and the reperted large re- 
eeipts of hogs—one telegram called it 31,000—was 
a weak feature in product. Wheat was depressed 
by the news from other peints, St. Louis, Toledo, 
and the sea-board being all weak, especially on the 
futures. The price for this and next month kept 
up pretty well, as it was supposed there 
will be a squeeze here, but the prices 
for August and September broke badly both here 
and in Matwaukee. Corn was depressed by large 


offerings for May, a good deal more being delivered 
than had been counted on, and the leading longs 
were large sellers. Oats weakened for the same 
reason, while rye was steady and barley in fair 
demand for sample lets. The weather here was 
bad, and there were reports of cold rain over large 
areas in the West. The wheat market was weak- 
ened by the expectation that the new style of 
trading to be started to-morrow will in- 
crease Offerings and receipts of Winter wheat to 
a marked extent. There was a great deal of spot 
corn on the market, little shipping demand for it, 
and an increase of nearly 1,250,000 bushels fu our 
stocks in store during last week. The arrivals since 
Saturday ageregated 1,269 car-loads, besides some 
95,000 bushels by canal. The deliveries on May 
contraets were rather large, and there was brisk 
selling at one time by parties supposed to act for 
the leading longs. This caused a rapid drop on 
spot No. 2, and the warm weather of the early 
morning, with the prospect of a smaller outward 
movement, helped to depress futures. They reacted 
some when the weather turned cool, but weakened 
again in the afternoon. The shipments of corn 


by lake from Chicago during the month of April 
were 3,942,500 bushels, and of wheat 225,000 bushels,

THE POLITICAL CAMPAIGN 


EFFECT OF REPUBLICAN FEUDS 
IN PENNSYLVANIA. 

THE INDEPENDENT MOVEMENT GAINING 

STRENGTH—JOHN WANAMAKER BAID TO 

BE CAMERON’S CHOICE FOR CONGRESS- 

MAN--THE DEMOCRATS TALKING OF 

RUNNING GEN. HANCOCK FOR GOVERNOR. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 31.—So far the 
movement in behalf of the Philadelphia Re- 
publican ticket has gathered strength. The 
reports from different sections of the State are 
of the most definite character, and go to show 
that there is a manifestation of deep pepular 
feeling. Leading party men, many of whom 
are looking for positions, hesitate, but a 
large part of them are thoroughly in sympathy 
with the new movement, and the increase 
of popular earnestness for 1t will carry them 
off their feet in many counties, It is now 1m- 
possible fairly to estimate the Independent 
vote at 100,000, the figure commonly men- 
tioned since the Philadelphia convention met, 
It is likely to be very much larger. In several 
counties besides ‘Tioga, Senator Mitchell’s 
home, the prospect is definite that the party 
will substantially change its line of march 
en masse, holding its local organization, but 
carrying its votes to the Philadelphia 
ticket, instead of that named at Harrisburg. 
Candidates for Congress and the Legislature 
begin to feel severely the popular pressure, 
and in Republican counties, where the Inde- 
pendent feeling is strong, they find it necessary 
to consider whether that will not soon be the 
largest side, The feeling has been painfully 
deepened by Senator Cameron’s visit to Phila- 
delphia and his astonishing treatment of the 
business men who called upon him, some 
of whom bad been urgently asked to 
doso, There is no doubt here among persons 
well informed, that he did use the language 
attributed to him in the newspaper reports, 
in substance if not in precise form, and that 
he so impressed his hearers. Those who were 
present at the time statea (Saturday) went 
away and made the report subsequently pre 
sented in the newspapers—z. e., that *, 
Cameron threatened to desert the tariff if 
the manufacturers and business men of Penn- 
sylvania did not’ sustain his ticket. 
To put the case in this way was 
itself very stramge, for it avowed openly and 
without concealment that the Harrisburg 
nominations were the handiwork of Mr, Cam- 
eron, and that they must be supported on his 
account. The consequence of this performance 
has been that very tew of the wealthy manu- 
facturers will open their purses for the Harris- 
burg ticket at all. 

The feeling in Philadelphia, as has been 
very fully shown, is strongly against it among 
the leading business men, and nothing but ‘‘a 
tariff scare’’ could cause them to contribute 
much to itssupport. The organizers of the 
eS element are, in fact, large- 
y engaged in the Independent move- 
ment, and if they subscribe money will give 
it to the Philadelphia ticket. itis alleged that 
Chairman Coeper, of the Cameron State Com- 
mittee, said three weeks ago that *‘ Cameron 
would spend a million of dollars to carry the 
ticket,’ but itis now difficult to see not only 
how such a sum couid be used, but how it 
could be procured. 

As to the vacancy on the Harrisburg ticket, 
it is well understood here that John Wana- 
maker, the clothing and ‘‘Grand Depot” retail 
dealer, has been ‘slated’? for the place. The 
meeting of the convention on the 21st prox. will 
be simply for the purpose of ratifying this 
selection, and it is doubtful whether more 
than half of the delegates will  at- 
tend. The selection of Mr. Wanamaker 
was made after he had been urgently pressed 
by a committee to take the place—the commit- 
tee consisting, it is understood, of Mr. Cam- 
eron ‘himself and State Senator A. Wilson 
Norris. Mr. Wanamaker hesitated, but 
he is very friendly to Gen, Beaver on 
account of denominational reasons—both 
being active in the Presbyterian Church 
and Young Men’s Christian Association— 
among others, and he finally yielded. Col. 
Quav, however, is said to have severely con 
demned the selection, when he reached home 
from the West, Saturday evening, and to have 
added not a little on its account to the great 
amount of emphasis in language which 
had accumulated during the day. Mr. 
Wanamaker’s nomination, it is expect- 
ed, will ‘‘shut up’ the newspapers of 
Philadelphia, as he is a very extensive adver- 
tiser, and this expectation will probably be 
realized as far.se his own candidacy is con- 
cerned. The candidate for Congressman at 
Large upon the Independent ticket, Col. Me- 
Michael, may suffer from this, though the 
Nerth American, owned by his two brothers, 
appears to be little patronized by Mr. Wana- 
maker, and may be free to speak for him. 

SCRANTON, May 31.—The desperate division 
in the Republican ranks bas inspired the Demo- 
crats of Pennsyivania with the hope of being 
able to carry the State this year, and it looks 
as if this would be the preliminary battle- 
ground for the great Presidential strug- 
gle of 1884. The Democrats are de- 
lighted everywhere at the stupidity 
which keeps the Republican arty 
divided, and the mention of Gen. Hancock's 
name for the Gubernatorial nomination has 
sent a thrill of emthusiasm through their ranks 
which warrants the prediction that if he 
should consent to be a candidate before the 
convention, which meets at Harrisburg 
on the 28th of June, he would be 
nominated by acclamation. Wallace sees 
the way clear to win, and, with Hancock as 
his Pate Penn in the present demoralized con- 
dition of the Republicam Party, he can cap- 
ture the Legislature and so lay the founda- 
tion for his own election to the United 
States Senate, as all the State Sena- 
tors elected this year, namely, 25, or 
one-half the entire number, will vote for Don 
Cameron’s successor, The wedge by which 
the Republican Party has been split has 
struck deep, and will effect not only the elec- 
tion of a State ticket, but also the Congres- 
sional, legislative, and county tickets through- 
out the State. Everywhere the Republicans 
threaten to have two candidates in the field 
for every offiee from Gevernor down to 
ward Constable, and the Democrats, seeing 
this determination on the part of their 
powerful opponents, are straining every 
nerve to preserve harmony and unity in their 
ranks so that they may be able to profit by the 
opportunity. Democrats of the old school, 
who retired in disgust years ago from 
active politics, are coming to the front 
once more with words of counsel and 
of caution, Among this number may 
be classed the Hon. Alfred Gilmore, 
who represented the old Butler County dis- 
trict in Congress during the palmy days of 
Daniel Webster, and who is still a fine speci- 
men of the old school statesman. Mr. Gilmore 
has large interests here, and spends most of his 
time in Scranton, In the course of an inter- 
view with Tok Trmes’s correspondent, he said 
nothing but the most absolute stupidity on the 
part of the Democratic managers could pre- 
vent the party from winning the fight in 
Pennsylvania this- year. The division 
among Republicans is so deep, he added, 
that either faction would rather see the 
Democracy victorious than that its family rival 
should win. Mr. Gilmere thought that with 
so much bitterness keeping the Republican 
factions apart, the Democrats must succeed. 
He liked the idea of Gen. Hancock’s candidacy 
and said if he accepted the nomination he 
would sweep the State and take most of 
the soldier vote from Beaver. In case 
Gen. Hancock did not run, Mr. Gilmore 
thought Mr. Hopkins, of Pittsburg, would 
be an excellent candidate for Governor, 
and Judge Handley, President Judge 
of Lackawanna County, would be strong for 
the Supreme bench. Judge Handley is a man 
of large wealth in this valley, and stands well 
with his party in the mining regions. He is a 
close and studious worker, and his opinions are 
always regarded as sound. Judge Gilmore 
thinks J. Simpson Africa, of Huntingdon, will 
be the candidate for Secretary of Internal 
Affairs, and says the Lieutenant-Governor 
should be taken from Philadelphia, with Dill 
or Clymer for. Congressman at Large. 
In amy event, he believes the Democrats 
ought not to miss the present golden bef ape 
tunitv of carrving the State. as it would be 


the stepping stone to the Presidency in 1884. 
The Democratic Party of Pennsylvania has 
never been so sanguine of success as it is this 
year. 
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OHIO REPUBLICAN PROBLEMS. 
THE EFFECT OF THE POND LAW DECISION 
ON THE PROSPECTS OF THE PARTY. 


CotumsBus, May 81.—The Republican 
State Convention which will be held in this 
city on Tuesday next is being looked forward 
to with great interest, not so much on account 
of the candidates to be nominated as the views 
that will be expressed relative to the decision 
of the Supreme Court pronouncing the Pond 
bill unconstitutional. Whether this decision 
will prove to be astumbling block to the Re- 
publican Party remains to be seen, but that it 
willstrengthen it or in any way reconcile the 
liquor interest, which openly denounced and 


repudiated the party when the bill passed the 
House of Representatives, no one is in- 
clined to believe. The liquor-dealers srgue 
that the decision of the court is all 
that has saved them, and that they are 
under no obligation te the Republican Party 
tor the decision recently rendered, There will 
probably be only one formidable candidate for 
Secretary of State, the present incumbent, 
Major Charles Townsend, although there is no 
little opposition to his renomination. He is 
not regarded as strongin any particular sec- 
tion of the State, except perhaps in his own 
town and county, which are decidedly well 
represented in kis department of the State 
Government. It isa well known fact that a 
portion of the State Committee are opposed to 
his renomination, although few of them have 
openly so expressed themselves. It is remem- 
bered that two years ago, when he had the 
moral as well as the financial backing 
which a Presidential eampaign develops, he ran 
nearly 4,000 behind the other two candidates 
on the ticket on account of his radical temper- 
ance views. Shrewd observers, and those 
ranking high in the State, regard his nomina- 
tion as almost suicidal at the present time. 
The custom, however, of giving every State 
officer two terms will doubtless be lived up to 
in the present case, wnless Cincinnati or Cleve- 
land should enter a dark horse, which at the 
present time does not appear probable, 
CINCINNATI, May 31.—The belief to-day 
among Republicans is that the decision by the 
Supreme Court that the Pond liquer law is 
unconstitutienal will, instead of adding to the 
perplexities of the party, rather open the way 
for more harmonious action, and the adoption 
of aplatform by the State Convention that 
will be more generally satisfactory than 
seemed possible before. It was the decision of 
the court that the Pond law was in the mature 
of a licensing of the liquor tratfic. The plat- 
form of the State Convention of last Sum- 
mer recommended that the question of so 
changing the Constitution as to provide 
for the licensing of the liquor traffic be sub- 
mitted to the people. With the temperance 
question as a prominent issue the State was 
carried on that platform. The action of the 
Legislature in passing the Pond law, it now 
appears, can be construed as in entire har- 
mony with the Cleveland platform, except 
that it was the representatives of the people, 
instead of the people themselves, who under- 
took to settle the liquor question; but that 
they fairly represented the feeling of their 
constituencies is shown by the fact that 
every county convention held has _in- 
dorsed the Pond law. The thing, therefore, 
for the party to do, sav its leaders, is to put 
into their platform a temperance plank, simi- 
lar to that adopted by the Cleveland Conven- 
tion, with an expression of belief that the 
anticipatory action of the State Legislature on 
this question was in harmony with the senti- 
ments of the people, and will be confirmed 
when the question is put to a popular vote. 
Such a course willbe entirely satisfactory to 
the country districts, where the temperance 
element is strongest, and, with the ex- 
ception of the Germans, will unite all 
the Republican elements. The belief is 
expressed that a considerable proportion 
of the Germans would approve of such a 
course, for the reason that if the liquor traffic 
is licensed some degree of protection is vouch- 
safed. Witk such a platform the State ticket 
and a majority of the Congressional districts 
could probably be carried by the Republicans, 
which is a better outlook than the party leaders 
in this part of State have been able to discern

CROPS IN THE NORTH-WEST. 
anaes eee s 
CORN POSSIBLY INJURED, BUT WHEAT DOING: 

WELL—OATS, RYE, AND POTATOES. 
CxicaGo, May 31.—Correspondents of the 
Times at points allover the North-west make re- 
ports regardi.g the crops that are on the whole 
decidededly encouraging, though in some par- 
ticulars there are drawbacks. In general it may 
be stated that the cool, wet weather has not been 
unfavorable for wheat, and has rendered it the 


conspicuous service of keeping back the fatal 


chinch-bug. If it has injured corn it has more 
than compensated for it by the opportunity it has 
afforded young wheat of getting a good start be- 


fore the chineh-bug is able to be out. It is not yet 
certain, however, that corn has been seriously in- 
jured, but it is backward. Large tracts that 
should have been pianted are not planted yet. In 
many places the plant appears rather feeble, but, 
on the other hand, the planting can be finished. 
very rapidly if a few warm days should be granted. 
just at this time. Generally where the corn is up 
it is of good thickness, and premises, with warm,. 
dry weather, to make ample amends for being be-’ 
hind time. 

The area of both corn and wheat is considerably 
increased, and the condition of tke former is not 
such, with rare exceptions, as to discourage the 
farmers, who are confident that 1f the weather 
now becomes favorable no harm will have been 
done by the wetness and coldness of the season 
thus far. ; 

Oats, rye, and potatoes appear to have been 
planted in liberal quantities, and to be —— 
well. In this State, in spite of decreased acreage 
of Winter wheat amounting to 10 percent., the 
condition of the plant isso much better than at 
this time last year that the yield promises to be 32 
per cent. betterjin the northern, 40 better;in the cen- 
tral, and 26 better in the southern part of the State 
than last year. An increase of one-third in the 
wheat yield of this State would be equivalent to 
nearly 9,000,000 busnels, which would still leave the 
yield far below what it was the two previous years. 

In parts of lowa there have been considerable; 
reductions in the area of Spring wheat, but in: 
others there has been an increase of a quarter and 
even a third, and nearly everywhere the yield 
promises much better than last year. 

Wisconsin has had trouble with Spring wheat, 
but in parts of the State the area shows an increase, 
and the condition of the crop is good. The yield 
ought to be considerably in excess of last year. 
Barley is being cultivated increasingly in Wiscon- 
sin, and promises well. 

In Michigan the condition of wheat is excellent. 

In Minnesota, wheat J pan cane are good, and the 
area has been increased about 25 per cent. 

Dakota reports an excellent condition and dou- 
bie and triple acreages of all crops. 

The prospects in Kansas are bright almost be- 
yond precedent. 

In nearly all these States there is a large increase 
in the acreage of corn, so that with good weather 
now there is every reason to anticipate increased 
yields. Rye and oats are in good condition nearly 
everywhere and with some increase in the area 
sown. The high price of potatoes has incited 
the farmers in most of the North-western States 
to plant more tubers, and they are for the 
most part coming on well. Missouri gives a 
very favorable account even of corn, and its wheat 
never looked better. The areas of both wheat and 
corn are, as elsewhere, backward, but the farmers 
are not discouraged and wheat was never in bet- 
ter condition at this season. Fruit in all these 
States promises excellently. In a few localities 
fruit is in a bad condition, but the general report. 
isthat it has rarely been better. As for Texas, 
everything there is In the finest possible condition. — 
Cereals, eotton, fruit, everything that grows out 
of the ground, promises uncommonly well.

EXCUSES FOR WESTBROOK 


AN ASSEMBLY WHICH CAN SHE NO 
WRONG-DOING. 

A MAJORITY REPORT aAGaINSr mPEAcH- 
MENT AND A MINORITY DEMANDING IT 
—THE ARTS OF THE LOBBY SUCCESSFUL 
DESPITE STRONG APPEALS BY HONEST 
MEMBERS — THE MAJORITY REPOR( 


ADOPTED BY 77 TO 35. 

ALBANY, May 31.—The most corrupt Assem- 
bly since the days of Tweed to-day refused to im- 
peach Judge Westbrook. When some of the cir- 
cumstances preceding this refusal come to be 
understood, this will not be so much wondered at. 
From the moment the Assembly went into sessiom 
this morning men of doubtful reputation and call 
ing began to busy themselves on the floor. Nearly 
one-half the House had been called into the cor 
ridors, for some reason or other, when the hour of 
noon arrived, and with it the reports of the Judt 
ciary Committee, “Jim” Belden was in earnest 
conversation with the trree members from Onon- 
daga during the morning and ex-Goy. Alvord de-. 
clared with great glee that the delegation of which” 
he himself is a member was solid against impeach- 
ment. Gen. Spinola and Poliee Commissioner 
“ Sid” Nichols were on band to lash the Tammany 
members into line and compel them to yote 
against impeachment. “Jim” Richmond, who en- 
joys the reputation of being a lobbyist, whispered 
quietly with some of the members and then seated 
himself in a corner far out of observation as he 
could get. “Jack” Wiley plied other members 
with one question and another, and then he, too, 
subsided. ‘Charlie’ Edwards, another of the lob- 
bying clique, was seen around the chamber, 
and so were ex-Senator Rockwell and ex- 
Senator Cauldwell. It may have been a 
singular coincidence merely that these gents 
were all clustered about the Assembly 
Chamber, like vultures around carrion. The fact 
that the report of the Judiciary Committee was to 
be presented during the morning session, and that 
they are all generally supposed to have more oF 
less interest in such an important procedure as im- 
peachment, is generally received as evidence that 
they were opposed to such an extreme step, and 
that they were present to prevent it so far as 


it lay in their power. Add to their suspicious 
presence the fact that rumors have been widely 
circulated that a large sum of money has been used 
to suppress impeachment proceedings and it can 
be better understood why some members of the 
Assembly voted as they did. Some honest men 
voted against impeachment because six of the 
eleven members of the Judiciary Committee pre- 
sented a report in favor of exonerating the Judge. 
False notions of etiquette as regards the weighi 
which should be attached to a majority report ao 
tuated the course of these members rather than 4 
due consideration of the testimony which was takez 
by the committee. 

The whitewashing report, which was read by 
_Mr. Poucher, the Chairman of the Judiciary Com- 
mittee, proved prolix and tedious. More interest 
Was excited as to the manner in which the major 
ity of the committee would justify the eonclusions 
arrived at than in the contents of the report itself, 
for it was no secret that such areport was to be 
‘signed by at least six of the committee. The sub 
majority report, signed by Messrs. Robert Arm: 
strong, Jr., of Washington, and Worth Cham: 
berlain, of St. Lawrence, was received with 
mingled surprise and disdain. It was feit 
that these two gentlemen had mounted 
the fence and were afraid to get down on either 
-one side or the other. Expressions of indignation 
‘at Judge Westbrook’s conduct, which have been 
neard from the lips of the two members at one 
time and another, may have intensified the cool 
.pess with which their paradoxical conclusion was 
reached. On the minority report, signed by Messrs 
Chapin and Morrison, and the sub-minority report, 
bearing thesignatureof Mr. Livingston, of Putnam 
both favoring impeachment, though not on exactly 
the same grounds, the main interest was centred. 
Strong pressure of a political and social nature hai 
been brought to bear upon Mr. Livingston, but his 
course shows that he has manfulily resisted it. 

When the last report had been read, Mr. Roose. 
velt moved that the minority report—that signed 
by Messrs. Chapin and Morrison—be adopted is 
preference to the majority report. The Chairman 
announced that he knew of no method of proce 
dure which would warrant the substitution of 4 

eminority for a majority report, without the pres- 
‘entation of a motion to that effect. He would 
entertain sucha motion,and Mr. Reosevelt modified 
accordingly the motion he had already made. He 
then said: 

“I shall confine myself to pointing out where 
the majority report is in direct conflict with the 
printed testimony sworn to before the committee, 
In*the first place, the report says that the chargé 
that the court was held in Gould’s office has been 
completely disproved. This statement should be 
compared with page 582 of the printed testimony, 
where Gen. Swayne testifies that he told the Judge 
they were going to move down to Gould’s office, 
and that the Judge at first demurred. but after- 
ward consented, and came down _ there. 
The majority report says that Frederic L. 
Westbrook was appointed at the reauest of 
the counsel. By referring to pages 536, 539, and 
585 it will be seen that he was appointed at his own 
request, because Mr. Vanderpoel! suggested that *it 
would be a ag 2 thing all round if the former 

artner of the Judge’s was appointed to audit the 

eceiver’s accounts;’ that the order apodiades 
bim was drawn up with his name in it by the Judge, 
orelse signed by the lawyer in blank, and that he 
received a thousand dollars, though when asked 
what work he had done the witness re- 
sponded, ‘Not any,’ and that the appoint- 
sment was made in Jay Gould's office. 
It is thus evident that his appointment was either 
a piece of black-mailing on the part of the Judge 
orof bribery on the partof the counsel. As re- 
gards the questions of the issue of certificates it is 
enough to compare the action of the Judge in the 
Manhattan case with his actionin the Lebanon 
Springs matter. In onecase he allowed a Receiver 
on a ten-theusand-dollar bond to issue $350,000 of 
certificates. In the other case he refused to 
allow the issue of $1,000,000 on two bonds of $500,- 
000 each. His conduct was different in the 
two cases, because he in each ease had his own pri- 
vate motives to serve, und those motives were not 
friendly to the public good. As an instance oj 
petty bribery, I will refer to page 823, where Judge 
Westbrook writes for a book of Western Union 
Telegraph blanks. Now, as to the charge of collu- 
sion with Jay Gould, we will turn to the letterg 
given on pages 820 to 8&0. We find that the 
Judge writes to Jay Gould’s counsel, and 
tells him that he intends te save the Man- 
hattan. He suggests that it might be a good 
financial operation for Mr. Gould to go mto Man- 
hattan stock, and says that he (the Judge) will ga 
to the very verge of juaicial discretion to eonserve 
_Mr. Gould's Interests, As Gould did not then have 
any Manhattan stock this letter was simply an in: 
vitation to him to buy it and an assurance to him 
“that the Judge would protect him in it. He furthe1 
writes that he has not told any human beirg, except 
Gould’s lawyers, what his decision was going to ba 
while to them he absolutely writes what motions 
jee shall take in the suits he intends to decide is 
stheir favor. The Judge speaks often of his having 
‘saved the innocent holders of Manhattan, but he 
never tried to save Manhattan until it was in the 
‘hands of Jay Gould. I cannot believe that the 
Judge had any but corrupt motives in acting as he 
idid in this case. He was in corrupt collusion with 
«lay Gould. He throughout acted so as to hood: 
*wink the Attorney-General, who, by the way, 
dhas been completely exonerated, and the latter 
“was sO angry at the collusive nature oi 
‘the proceedings that he wrote as follows, (page 
'841.): * The practice seems to have been in pro: 
jcuring this order and the others to get up at 
‘agreement among the railroads interested as t¢ 
‘what should be done and what kind of ordei 
y8hould be entered, and then hurry off to the Judg 
‘who has passed upen the merits of the order an 
‘concludes it ought to be granted; then ta 
graciously inform the Attorney-General that he is 
"expected to assent to it.’ The final decision is 
the suit was not based upon the facts before thr 
~court. It was given almost avowedly to influence

‘** As regards the Receivership abuses,”’ continue¢

court of impeachment takes jurisdiction of cased 
where no indictabie crime has been sommitted an 
isto be governed by great general principles o 
right;’ and further: ‘Good motives do not sanctify 
criminal acts. It is monstrous to suppose that q 
mat is not impeachable becarse he does wron 
with a view to promote the public interest,’ Chief- 
Justice Chase holds that ‘a failure to perform 
official duty is impeachable without reference to 
its indictabie character or the motives therefor.' 
Finally, ian the Barnard im t case, Judgé 
Grover says: ‘To do anything tending to bring the 
administration of justice into disrepute I under 
stand to be impeachable,’ and ‘if a Ju malad 
ministers the law he is impeaehable, whether he ii 
-guilty of corrupt administration or not.’ There 
cannot be the slightest question that Judge West 
brook ought to be impeached, and before the gen 
tlemen cast their votes I should like then 
to remember the words Judge Alien spoky 
: ~ ow afixion thes penalty for th ffens, 
regar a z ‘or the o:

While Mr. Roosevelt was engaged in his speech, 
Col. Murphy, of New-York, who for some reason 
had been a in the chair, attempted to enforce 
the rule limiting speeches to five minutes. The 
sentiment of the House was so manifestly opposed 
to anything that resembled the gag that no further 
reference to the matter was made by the presiding 
officer. Motions to prolong the session until the 
whole subject was disposed of and to delay its fur- 
ther consideration were injected, the former by Mr. 
Alvord and the latter by Mr. J. W. Higgins, they 
wvere defeated by Gen. Sharpe, who insisted that 
the House should continue in session as usual until 
2 o'clock, when a course of action could be decided 
upon. He was opposed to any delay, and he was 
also ‘opposed to any suggestion being mado at 1 
o’clock as to what the House should do.an hour 
later. He belieted that the fullest latitude should 
a granted to discuss the subject under considera- 

on, 

Mr. Raines, of Ontario, delivered an elaborate 
speech in fayor of the complete acquittal of Judgo 
Westbrook. “He stands absolutely acquitted of 
them,” declared he. Mr. Raines then devoted him- 
self to an arraignment of what he termed the cor- 
rupt and yenal press for having instigated these 
charges. Every conceivable effort, he said 
haa been made to bring the influence of 
the press to bear. upon the members 
in this matter. The Legislature owed 
jt to itself to shake off this influence. It was noto- 
rious, he asserted, that the newspaper reports of 
trials of all kinds were to a great extent untrust- 
worthy. The reports of the investigation by the 
Judiciary Committee were no exceptions. Mr. 
Raines saw nothing but animus in the acts of all 
those who had moved to bring about the investiga- 
tion, and nothing but prejudice in the evidence of 
the men who had testified against Judge Westbrook. 
He undertook to criticise the argument of Mr. 
Stetson, the one member of counsel to the commit- 
tee who favored impeachment, but his efforts in 
this direction lost any effect which they might 
otherwise have had by his admission that he had 
not even read that able argument. Mr. Albertus 
Perry, the junior counsel, who labored before the 
committee solely to vindicate Judge Westbrook, 
found in Mr. Raines an apologist and defender. In 
conclusion, Mr. Raines, in a rhetorical fligbt of 
gregt height, declared that Judge Westbrook would 
retain his place on the bench, and his name would 
£0 down in history is that of an untainted Judge. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Raines’s effort the House 
took a recess until 4 o’cleck, with the understand- 
ing that, upon reassembling, the members should 
remain in session until the pending question had 
been finally disposed of. Mr. Sprague, of New-

This so provoked the ire of Major erty that 
he returned to his criticism of Judge Westbrook 
with renewed vigor, and delivered himself of 
a speech that moved the entire House, and 
that was doubtless instrumental in chang- 
ing a number of votes that would have 
been recorded in favor of the Judge's exonera- 
tion. It was a serious and an awful thing, 
he said, to rob the widow and the or- 
phan of the pittance left them by a husband 
and father, Had the members seen things which 
he had seen, and heard things which he had heard 
in the investigation of the rotten insurance com- 
ponies, they would never vote to acquit Judge West- 

rook. Women with tears in their ema come to 
him and told him their stories of how they had 
been robbed by placing their dependenee upon 
these life insurance companies.

The 
Judge had admitted that he could have 
refused to have ordered the payment of 
such incrediblo sums to lawyers for so-called 
counsel fees, and to Receivers for so-called 
services. If Judge Westbrook had been smirched, 
it had been by his own aets. No man's 
integrity could be destroyed if he was only honest 
to himself and to his Maker. One lady had told bim 
a story that must arouse the indignation of every 
honest man who heard itsrepetition. She had called 
at the office of one of these Receivers to inquire 
when she was likely to receive some small portion 
of the dividends to which she was entitled. She 
was ushered into an apartment luxuriously fur- 
nished and conveniently adapted to the life which 
she was there invited‘to enter upon. [Sensation.] 
Judge Westbrook might go scot free, but the eyi- 
dence that had been taken would follow him tothe 
grave. 

Mr. Hickman, Republican, of Erie, denounced 
the imputations that had been heaped on the mo- 
tives of those members who demanded the in- 
vestigation of Judge Westbrook.

The different departments of Government 
are not subject to each other’s control or suspen- 
sion, unless by virtue of some express enactment. 
Ve shail, therefore, refrain from addressing any 
didactic remarks to this Justice or to the Judiciary 
of our State. We desire to correct a wide- 
spread and dangerous misapprehension _ pre- 
as to the scope and nature of the 
misbehavior which justifies impeach- 
ment. A Justice of the Supreme Court Is 
chosen for 14 years. The office is one of emoln- 
ment and high honor. He may be impeached for 
high crimes and misdemeanors and also for mal 
and corrupt conduct in office. We must exclude 
‘both high crimes and misdemeanors, and 
in defining mal conduct we must attend 
solely to sueh offenses as are neither 
high crimes or misdemeanors, and which 
do not necessarily constitute corrupt conduct. 
Remembering these/distinctions, and remembering 
further how greata public misfortune {t would be 
were the community forced to endure judielal mal 
conduct until positive, profitable, criminal eorrup- 
tion was demonstrated, we respectfully recom- 
mend the adoption of the following resolution: 
Resolved, That the Hon. Theodorie R. Westbrook, 
a Justice of the Supreme Court of this State, be, 
and he hereby is, impeached for mal and corrupt 
conduct in office.

THE “WHITEWASH” APPLIED. 
SINGULAR REPORT OF THE MAJORITY--EX- 
PLAINING AWAY EVERYTHING WRONG. 

The majority report in the Westbrook-Ward 
investigation is a long document covering 20 large 
printed pages. After the usual preliminary matter 
the Manhattan Railway litigation is taken up and 
a narrative is givenof the main facts, including 
the dates ef the various proceedings, &c. As re- 
gards the hearing on Sept. 29, 1881, on the apptica- 
tion for leave to issue Receivers’ certificates of in- 
debtednessit issaid that it was held ina large 
room in the Western Union Building “used for 
meetings of the Boards of Directors,” the com- 
panies not being stated. It ‘‘was not,” say the 
signers, “in any sense the office of Jay Gould.” A 
few more recitals follow, and it is then stated that 
“on the 20th of October the Judge went to New- 
York and informed Gen. ‘Swayne, one of the eoun- 
selfor the Receivers, that ha had decided to deny 
the application of the New-York Company, and 
had prepared an opinion in writing stating the 
grounds of his decision. 

“It was arranged that the Judge should read his 
opinion on the next day in the Directors’ room of 
the Western Union Building, before mentioned, 
before the counsel for the several parties 
and others interested, who were to be 
summoned to hear the same. Accordingly, 


on the next day the Judge <opeaet be- 
fore the counsel ‘and others, numbering 30 or 40 
persons, in the said_room, and read such opinion. 
On the 22d day of October, 1881, an agreement of 
settlement was made between the three elevated 
railway companies by which the Manhattan Com- 

any was restored to solvency.” The furtuer steps, 
ieoledine tho alleged trial in the Attorney-Geno- 
ral’s room, at Albany, are then briefly referred to, 
The charge, it ig asserted, that any conspiracy ex- 
isted between Attorney-General Ward and certain 
“stockdealers * * * for the purpose of de- 
pressing the value of the stock of the Manhattan 
Company; that the first suit was discontinued and 
the second one pacengery in the _— Ede 
District in furtherance of the purposes oi! s -

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such conspiracy, and that the proceedings in the 


suit were taken,.kastened, or delayed as the pur- 
poses of the d conspirators required, has been 
utterly exploded. Not only is it true that no such 
conspiracy has been proved, but {t is also true’that 
the evidence shows that no such conspiracy could 
possibly have existed.” 

Next istaken up the charge ‘that a conspiracy 
existed between Judge Westbrook and Mr. Jay 
Gould, and that the action of Judge Westbrook in 
the second suit of the people was regulated by a 
desire to further the interests of Jay Gould.” 
Concerning this the committee makes these re- 
markable statements: ‘‘In the opinion of your 
committee this oharge is wholly unproved. There 
is no evidence in the case showing any connection 
between the action of Judge Westbrook and the 
operations of Mr. Gould. It appears that on the 
26th of September, 1881, when tho letter of Judge 
Westbrook referring to Mr. Gould was written to 
Gen. Swayne, Mr. Gould was not the owner of a 
single share of Manhattan stock, and that tho 
person referred to by Gen. Swayne as likely 
to take the Receivers’ certificates, if issued, was 
not Mr. Gould, as Judge Westbrook surmised, but 
was Mr. Sylvester H. Kneeland. Again, if there 
was any complicity between Judge Westbrook and 
Mr. Gould, why did the latter not purchase Man- 
hattan stock in August, when it was selling at 
from $15 to $16 per share? Why did he delay pur- 
chasing until about the Ist of Oetober, when he 
paid $80 pershare? There is no evidence before 
the committee that Mr. Gould or any other person 
except Gen. Swayne had any knowledge or intima- 
tion of what the decision of Judge Westbrook upon 
the application of the New-York Company was to 
be, until it was publicly announced by the reading 
of the opinion in the Western Union Building on 
the 2ist of October. 

‘** The legal correctness of the decisions made by 
Judge Westbrook in the course of the litigation 
has not been questioned, and in the opinion of this 
committee cannot be. His bearing and demeanor 
throughout the litigation were such as become a 
dignified and upright Judge. The reasons for hold- 
ing court in New-York and in the room of the At- 
torney-General in Albany have been satisfactorily 
explained. Every important step in the cause, 
with the exception of the order permitting the 
issue of Receivers’ certificates and the denial of 
the application of the New-York Company, were 
taken with the consent of the counsel for 
the parties in interest, and those counsel were 
among the most distinguished and reputable law- 
yers of the State. In the private correspondence 
which took place between Judge Westbrook and 
the Receivers and their counsel your committee 
are unable to discover any evidence as such, of any 
eonspiracy or any facts or circumstanees from 
which euch or any conspiracy can legitimately be 
inferred. Onthe contrary, itseems to them that had 
any conspiracy existed such correspondence could 
not possibly have taken place, and ifit had taken 
place the guilty parties would not have yoluntarily 
laid whatis claimed to be the evidence of their 
guilt before the committee.”’ 

The correspondence with Swayne is not regarded 
as ‘‘in itself a violation of official duty on the part 
of the Judge,” and it is added: ‘The Receivers 
were indifferent persons between the parties to 
the suit against the Manhattan Company, appointed 
by the court to receive and preserve the property 
in litigation pendente life. * * * In regard to 
the suggestion as to the counter-claim, this is to be 
said: ‘The application of the New-York Company 
for the restoration of its roads was merely a spe- 
cial motion addressed to the discretion of the 
court, although the attorneys of that eompany had 
seen fitte present aformal petition. It had been 
suggested to the Judge in open court that the Man- 
hattan Company had a claim against the New- 
York Company tor $6,500,000, the fair value of its 
stock issued to the latter company, for which pay- 
ment had not been made except by the lease of the 
New-York Company to the Manhattan; that that 
lease was without value, and that, therefore, the 
Manhattan had a valid claim against the New-York 
Company fer that stock. The attention of the 
Judge had also been directed to this claim by the 
suit brought by one Watson, of Boston, a stock- 
holder of the Manhattan, to compel its enforce- 
ment. The suggestion of Judge Westbrook ts mere- 
ly that If the claim is thought to be vaiid as 
against the New-York Company, it should be set up 
in answerto the petition of that company as a 
counter-claim. Except as matter of form it was of 
no consequence whether such claim was thus set 
upornot, If the facts upon whichit was based 
were made to appeartothe Judge by affidavit, or 
otherwise, and the validity of the claim was urged 
by counsel, it would be as efficacious to defeat the 
application of the New-York Company as if it were 
formally alleged In the answer to the petition, but 
in atever form the claim was presented, the

On 
Oct, 1, 1880, the motion for the appointment ofa 
Receiver was made | Judge Westbrook. It 
was opposed by Trenor W. Park, Mr. Duncan, and 
other bondholders. As to the proceedings it is 
said: ‘The question was raised upon that motion 
whether the road was owned by the bondholders 
ve by Park and Duncan. It was claimed on the part 
f the plaintiff that the purchase by Park and 
Duncan, or their clerks, was made for the benefit 
of the bondholders, and that they held the road, or 
the said mortgage thereon, as Trustees for the 
bondholders. In order to ascertain in what right 
Park and Duncan ciaimed, before granting a motion 
for a Receiver, Judge Westbrook appointed a 
lteferee to examine them upon thatsubject. They 
refused to testify or be examined, and that fact 
being reported to the Judge, he decided to appoint 
a Receiver, and having so decided, the counsel! for 
Park and Duncan and the other bondholders con- 
senting, he appointed John W. Van Vatkenburgh 
as such Receiver. Inthe opinion of your commit- 
tee the case Was a proper one for the appointment 
of a Receiver, and they see no reason to question 
the propriety of the nppointment, which was made 
upon the papers submitted to the court.” 

Then came the motion of L. B. Bunnell on be- 
half of bondholders to be made a party to the suit, 
which was denied. As to the denial, it is said: 
**Under the decisions of the courts it seems that 
the applicants had no strict right to be admitted as 
parties to the action, the same being prosecuted 
for their benefit. Whether they should be ad- 
mitted or not was a guestion addressed to the dis- 
cretion of the court, and your committee are not 
prepared to say that that discretion was improper! 
exercised. Suppose that there had been 100 aes d 
holders, and that each had applied by a separate 
attorney to be madea partyto the action, would 
the court have been bound toadmit them? * * * 
A motion was also made on behalf of Park and 
Duncan to be made defendants in the ac- 
tion. The papers upon which the motion 
was made did not show in what right 
they claimed, whether as owners or 
merely as Trustees for the other bondholders. 
The court denied the motion, with leave to renew 
it upon their disclosing the true position which 
they claimed to oecupy in regard to the property. 
Your committee believe that the practice of the 
courts requires that a party seeking to be madea 
defendant in an action must show to the court 
clearly his relation to the subject matter of the ac- 
tion, and in what right heclaims. This was not 
done, and therefore the conditional denial of the 
motion wes preper. No appeal was taken from 
either of these decisions. It is proper to state 
that in the order denying the motion made 
by Mr. Bunnell a_ provision was_ inserted 
that notice of ailsubsequent proceedings in the 
action should be served upon F. L. Westbrook, 
who had appeared as counsel for the moving par- 
ties in both of the motions, which provision was 
suggested in the proposed order prepared by Mr. 
Bunnell and sent to F. L, Westbrook. Precisely 
now this provision came to be inserted in the order 
is left in some doubt by the testimony, but it ts 
evident that the Judge was willing and desirous 
that the parties should be informed of all action 
affecting their interest, and bave opportunity to 
object if they were so advised.” 

There isno ground for criticism, it is alleged, as 
tothe order allowing the Receiver to issue $350,- 
000 of certificates of indebtedness, or to the provi- 
sion “ referring it to the Hon... Smith Strait, of 
Troy, to hear and determine any elaims which 
should be presented to him against the Lebanen 
Springs Railroad Company without requiring him 
to report tothe court.” The omission to require 
the Receiver to give bonds greater than for $10,000 
the signers of the report “ are constrained to be- 
lieve * * * was inadvertent and not inten- 
tional. Ithas been suggested that this action of 
the Judge was reckless; but your committee are 
unable to say that it was a reckless exercise of his 
functions, indifferent as to whether what he did 
was right or wrong. However, it does not appear 
that there has been, or is iikely to be, any loss 
through the neglect or misconduct of Mr. Van 
Valkenburgh.” : 

The Judge's order directing the Receiver to pay 
the plaintiff $796 80 and $1,200 to the latter's attor- 
neys, during the pendency of the action, is thus 
characterized: ‘‘Your committee have grave 
doubts as to the propriety of such an 
order under the practice established by the 
Code of Procedure. ‘the theory upon which 
it was made undoubtedly was that the ex- 

enditures provided for and the services and dis- 
purseménte of the attorneys had been made and 
readered for the common benefit of all persons for 
whom the action was brought and who were inter- 
ested in the property, and that it was just and 
equitable that all should bear, in proportion 
to their interest, the burden of such expendi- 
tures. In form, it is true, an issue was still 
pending by the answer of Root, the only 
defendant who had appeared, but in that answer 
he had substantially disclaimed any interest in the

The allowanee of $6,000 to William MeDermott. 
for fees as Referee in the Globe Mutual Life Insu- 
rance case is dismissed ina few words, but care Is 
taken to say that it was subsequently rescinded 
** on'account of some technical informalities in the 
order, and not upon the merits.” 

The payment to James W. Husted, on Dec. 31, 
1881, as Referee in the National Life Insuranee case, 
is next considered. According to the papers then 
promnted. itis said, it appeared that Husted had 

een appointed on Dec. 14, 1878, as Referee to pass’ 
on the claims of policy-holders in a proceeding 
brought by the Superintendent. Husted served 153 
days. On April 12, 1879, Husted was also appointed 
Referee to pass upon the same matter, though in 
another proceeding. On June 15, 1879, he was re- 
strained by injunction from going further in the 
first proceeding. He continued in the other one, 
however, until Noy. 30, 1880, when he made a re- 
port to Judge Gilbert. By the latter’s order 
he was paid 2.340 fees without prejudice 
to his rights under a stipulation dated July 31, 
1879, between the attorneys to the suit and the 
then Attorney-General, that he should be entitled 
to $30 per day as fees, Judge Westbrook allowed 
him, therefore, $5,000 extra and $121 85. for ex- 
penses, ‘There was no evidence before the com- 
mittee,” say the six signers, ‘that Judge West- 
brook was aware that an injunction order had 
been made restraining Mr. Husted from acting as 
Referee in the proceeding before him.” In ap- 
pointing his son, J. B. Westbrook, as Referee in 
the Erie Railway certiorari proceedings the com- 
mittee ‘‘can see nothing censurable.” 

The portion of the testimony taken by the In- 
surance Committee which was read before the 
Judiciary Committee is then discussed. It is 
stated that the testimony was taken * ex parte and 
without an examination in all cases of the papers 
and the circamstances under which the different 
orders criticized were made,.”’ As regards the 
number of Receiverships in which Judge West 
brook figures, it is said: ‘‘ For some years past 
two of the Justices of the district have been 
assigned to duty at the General Term, and the 
other Justice has been, to a considerable extent, 
out of health. That this great labor has fallen 
upon Judge Westbrook ought not to be made 
ground for reproach. Itshould rather be regarded 
as showing the necessity that he should act upon 
papers presented to him and upon consents and 
representations of reputable counsel. To go be- 
yond that and make a personal examination into 
the merits of each application was absolutely im- 
possible. Under these circumstances it is not 
strange that some of the orders granted by the 
Judge should seem to have been improvidently 
granted, or that he should at times have been im- 
posed upon by attorneys and counsel who were 
presumably worthy of confidence.” 

In concluding, the signers say: ‘‘ The statutory 
deseription of impeachable ofienses is ‘mal and 
corrupt conduct in office and high crimes and mis- 
demeanors.’ (1 Rk, 8., [5th ed..) 456,) The term 
‘mal and corrupt conduct in office,’ as defined by 
Judge Grover in the case of a judicial officer, con- 
sists of ‘an intentional violation of duty to the 
prejudice of public justice or a reckless exercise 
of his functions, Indifferent as to whether what 
was done was right or wrong.’ Applying this test 
to the judicial conduct of Judge Westbrook, as 
disclosed by the evidence before them, your com- 
mittee have come to the conclusion: that, although 
in some instances his actions have been indis- 
crect and unwise, yet there is nothing in 
that conduct which affords ground for im- 
peachment. The eommittee have discussed 
at some length the merits of orders 
for the granting of which it is urged that Judge 
Westbrook should be impeached. They have done 
this in order to ascertain, if possible, whether or 
not the Judge was actuated by unworthy or im- 
proper motives in granting such orders, and not 
because they deemed it within their province to 
review his errors, whether of fact or of law. 
Every lawyer knows that almost daily orders are 
made and judgments given, which, on review by 
the Judge himself or an appellant tribunal, are 
vacated, modified, or reversed as being improvi- 
dent, irregular, orillegal. Tribunals are especially 
established by the Constitution and Jaws for the 
correction of such errors, and it would be a dan- 
gerous precedent for a Legislative committee 

assume this prerogative and condemn a 
Judge for his mistakes, omissions, or {n- 
advertencies. Under such a system, and 
tried by the standard which has _ been 
urged upon the committee in this case, there is not 
a Judge in the State who would be safe from im- 
pencasnent. The private character of Judge West- 
rook is without a stain. His industry and ability 
are shown by his numerous opinions recorded in 
tho reports, by the united voice of the Bar of the 
Third Judicial Distriet, and the testimony in this 
ease. Before recommending the impeachment of 
such a Judge, your committee have deemed it 
their duty to require that specific acts of mal and 
corrupt conduct on his part should be established, 
not by hearsay, or surmises, or fanciful inferences, 
but by legal and convincing evidence, In the opin 
fon of your committee that has not been done, and 
therefore they recommend the adoption of the fol- 
lowing resolution: 

* Resolved, That Theodorie R. Westbrook, a Justice 
of the Supreme Court of this State, has not, upon 
the evidence submitted tothe Judiciary Committee 
of this House, been of any impeachable 
offense.”’ 

The signers of the report are W. 
B, Smith, Amasa J. Parker, Jr., 
D. McClelland, and D. S, Potter. 

Worth Chamberlain and Robert Armstrong, Jr., 
made this minority report: 

“ We, the undersigned members of the Judiciary 
Committee, while we dissent from many of the 
statements and conclusions of fact arrived at by 
the majority of the committee, yet upon the evi- 
dence in the whole case we concurin the conelusion 
that the impeachment of Justice Westbrook should 
not be recommended.”’

THE NATIONAL ARBITRATION LEAGUE. 

WASHINGTON, May 31.—At the meeting of 
the National Arbitration League to-day addresses 
were made by the Rev. Daniel Hill, of Ohio, Gov. 
Stanton, ex-Senator Fowler, A. H. Love, B. C. 
Hobbs, and others. A resolution was offered by 
Judge Warner and adopted, authorizing the pre- 
siding officer to appoint a committee to wait on 
the President of the United States on his return to 
this city, and to present to him an address in be- 
half of the league. 

At the evening session a series of resolutions, of 


which the following are the most important, was 
unanimously adopted; 


Resolved, That the time has arrived when it is the 
paramount duty of the friends of peace to urge the 
adoption of further measures for the prevention of 
war, and that this convention would, therefore, with 
due deference but with great earnestness, invite 
the nations through their respective Governments 
to inaugurate measures to immediately estab- 
lish @ congress of nations, to whom shall be 
referred ali international questions in dispute which 
cannot be settled either by compromise or by special 
arbitration; such congress to ce invested with full 
powers as to the decision of any question which may 
come before it, and such decision to be final and bind- 
ing on the parties in interest. 

Resolved, That te carry into effect the object of the 
foregoing resolution the Governments of England and 
the United States are, respectively, invited by this 
conference to unite in extending an invitation to the 
Governments of other natiens to a preliminary con- 
ference to be appointed by each Government, which 
shall prepare a detinite plan for permanently organiz- 
ing a congress of nations, and submit the same to the 
several Governments for their consideration and 
adoption.

ARKANSAS ** POUND” CARE. 

A letter from the Rev. John Buchanan, 
quoted in an interesting address recently delivered 
before the Arkansas Historical Society by the Hon. 
Benjamin T. Duval, thus described the expedients 
of the first settlers in what is now Washington 


County, Ark.: “For more than twe years these early 
settlers enjoyed the privilege of eating pound cake, 
having no mills to grind grain of any kind. The 
had to make their meal by pounding. Some fami- 
lies having springs suitable, fixed pounding mills 
and beat their meal by water power. The mill was 
made by getting a large log of timberabout 15 feet 
long, making a trough at the butt-end 8 feet long, 
to hold as much water as possible, hewing the bal- 
ance of the log some 4 inches square, hanging it 
ona pivot near the trough, They fixed a pestle 
at the other end, and then a mortar to hold 
the grain. The trough was about 4 feet 
above the ground. A spout carried water from 
the spring into it, and when the trough was full it 
sunk down, ralsing the pestle some 10 feet high. 
When the water poured out the pestle fell witha 
vim on the grain inthe mortar. It was slow but 
sure, running day and night. They were called 
Lazy Toms. They were inclosed with palings to 
keep out fowls and vermin, (wild animals.) The 
first mill for grinding grain was built in 1829 by 
Peter Pyeatt, on the creek heading at Mark Bean’s 
spring. The second was built a short time after by 
Sam Billingsly, at or near where Kidd’s mill stood 
before the war. John F. Truesdale put up a steam 
mill at the same place about the year 1840.”

LAND TRANSFER REFORM. 

The subject of instituting important reforms 
in the methods of transferring title to real prop- 
erty in this State was discussed at a meeting called 
for that purpose, in one of the parlors of the Fifth- 
Avenne Hotel, last evening. Mr. Dwight H. Olm- 


stead presided, and Gen. Joseph C..Jackson acted 
as Secretary. A committee of 40 prominent eiti- 
zens of New-York had previously been appointed 
on land transfer reform, and Mr. Olmstead, 
after reading their names, assured the meeting 
that all the gentlemen were earnestly in 
favor of the movement, and would aid it by 
their influence. A resolution was adopted author- 
izing this committee to assume the title of “ The 
Land Transfer Reform Association of the City of 
New-York.”’ Messrs. Dwight H. Olmstead, Henry 
M. Taber. Frederick H. Cossitt, Amos R. Eno, 
Amos F. Eno, and Henry F. Spaulding were re- 
quested to cause the association to be incorporated 
under the laws of the State. Addresses were made 
by Mr. Olmstead and Gen. Jaekson explanatory of 
the urgent necessities for the preposed reform. It 
was stated that there were 90.000 real estate own- 
ers in this City, and if real estate could be trans- 
ferred as easily and quickly as personal property 
the transactions in real estate would more than 
double, while the property itself would increase in- 
value. 
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NEWARK FINANCES. 

At the meeting of the Finance Committee of 
the Newark Common Council last night, Expert 
Yalden presented a report, stating that the street 
improvement aecounts in the Controlier’s office 
from 1873 to 1876 disclose stealings amounting to 


$5,000. Many of these fraudulent entries are in 
the handwriting of ex-Auditor Palmer, who 
was during those yeare Chief Clerk 
fn the Controller's office. Stealings to 
the amount of $3,551 68 exist inthe collection of 
real estate arrears for 1877. These are marked off 
as paid in the handwriting of William A. Hale, late 
clerk in the Controller’s office, and who is now 
under arrest in Canada. It has been demonstrated 
beyond a doubt, the report says, that continued 
thefts have occurred in the Controiler’s office since 
its organization. The expert does not think that 
anything is to be gaine 
ination further. The repert was received, and the 
expert was directed to present to the committee in- 
July a full statement of ailthe stealings he had 
found thus far.

office in this City. Mr. Sloan assured the commit- 
tee that it was the company’s earnest desire to be 
on friendly terms with the city, its government, 
and its people, and he hoped tnat = differences 
which existed might be amicably adjusted. He 
further said that if the committee would prepare a 
full and formal statement of all the grievances they 
complained of he would see that it was presented 
to the company at the earliest ssible moment, 
and the subject should receive full and careful at- 
tention.

-ONCE, KING OF THE MOUNTAINS, 
NOW LAST OF THE BANDITS. 

_ANTONELLI A-KINSMAN-OF HIS—CHARACTER- 
ISTICS OF THE CHIEPTAIN’S RULE— 


NEITHER:CRUEL, MEAN, NOR COWARDLY. 
Letter from Rome to the Edinburgh Scoteman. 

Rather more than 30 years aco-few travelers 

to. Reme ever.passed through Civita Vecchia with- 
out visiting the fortress, not'indeed to admire the 
grandiose result of its designer, Michael Angelo, 
but to have an.interview with the most famous of 
‘its Inmates, the fellow-townsman.and kinsman of 
¢Cardinal Antonelli, “‘thedast of the bandits,” An- 
‘tenio Gasparoni. He had been a quarter of-a 
-century in prison, but he still retained the physical 
“strength and the mental nimbleness that made him 
“king of the mountains.” His claim to that title 
was enhanced by comparing him with the best of 
‘the 14 comrades of his band who shared his captivi- 
ty. Theirs was'the low, animal, stolid look of the 
mere malefactor; his the erect figure, the noble 
stature, the lithe, yet muscular, frame, the aquiline 
nose and eye. the resolute, yet subtle, mouth of their 
natural leader. His talk was of his exploits on the 
highway and the hill-side—a theme on which he was 
so frequently drawn out that his auditors nad mis- 
givings as to where fact-ceased and fiction began. 
He generally wound up his narrative with a protest 


against his captivity, to which, sooth to say, he was 
condemned without atrial, after being caught by 
treachery. Hehad no good word for the priests, 
least of all for Cardinal Antonelli, whom, though 
of his own clan, he accused of poisoning Plo 
Nono’s mind against him, and interposing between 
his Holiness and the clement act that would have 
set him free. The revolutionary npheaval of 
1848 had sent a sympathetic thrill use the 
hulks, and Gasparoni, by dint of hearing constant 
denunciation of the “government of the priests,” 
had come to look upon himself as also their vie- 
tim, and in his hazy notion that Liberalism meant 
universal liberty, he had expected the republic of 
1849 to throw widethe prisoa gates, and let out the 
malefactor as wellas the martyr. But the trium- 
virate was too short-lived to atrend to his case, and 
the return of Pio Nonofrom Gaeta found him still 
an inmate of the fortress at Civita Vecchia. ; 

In 1851, probably by the influence of Antonelli, 
who “bore, like the Turk, mo brother near tha 
throne,’”” he was removed with his comrades ta 
Civita Castellana, whose octagonal tower, buil&é by 
Pope Alexander Borgia, and eommanding glorious 
views of the Tiber Valley, Soracte, and the Appen- 
nines, was long the Pontifical Bastile. There he 
lingered till the Italian troops, in 1870, halted at 
Civita Castellana on their way to Rome, and Count 
Charles Arrivabene, who followed the Army ag 
correspondent of a leading Londen newspaper, 
saw him and heard hie story, and so pleaded 
his cause with Victor Emmanuel’s Minister of 
Grace and Justice that when the flag of 
United Italy waved from the capito!. Gasparont, 
with his comrades, was included in the amnesty 
that followed. Some of the bandits, now old men, 
returned to their mountain home in the Abruzzi, 
but thetr chief went to Rome, where he had never 
been, though his name was familiar on the lipsof 
its hundreds of ballad singers, and his feats the talk 
of itsthousand taverns. A man who for 10 years 
had been ‘‘king of the mountains,” and 45 years an 
idle prisoner, does not take kindly to work, so Gas- 
paronl, on his arrival in the Babylon of Italy, pur- 
sued the-one peaceful occupation he hadlearned— 
that of raconteur of his own deeds to promiscuous au- 
diences, Crowds used to gather round the “old man 
eloquent,” as in this orthat café or osteria he 
tickled the ears of the groundlings with bis moving 
aceidents by flood and field, and his hair-breadth 
escapes from the Pope’s dragoons. But the quas- 
tor did not half like this venerable apostle of the 
highway and the too popular acceptance of his 
teaching; so, on the plea of his *‘ disturbing the pub- 
lic peace,” he got him transferred to the work- 
house at Abbiategrasso, in Lombardy, in 1873. 
There he quietly lapsed into senile decay, and died 
on the ist of April without the consolations of the 
Chureh, remembering bitterly that it was a priest 
who betrayed him, and thatit was a Cardinaland 
a kinsman who kept him a captive. 

He was, indeed, “the last of the bandits’—of 
the true historic type, not to be confounded with 
the mere brigan who, on the break-up of the 
Neapolitan Army,in which they had served, took 
to the road in 1860. Pale copies of him have, 
no doubt, cropped up sinee. Passatore, for 
instance, who with his band levied black-mail on 
whole towns, and kept at bay the Tuscan and 
Pontifical gendarmerie for an entire twelve: 
month; or Stoppa, who well-nigh wearied ont 
carabineers and soldiers alike in the Maremma 
Toscana. No; we must go back to the return 
of Pius VII. from Fontainebleau, and the 
**settlement’” of Europe by the treaty of 
Vienna to find the banait in his habit as he lived. 
From 1815, whieh witnessed the full re-establish- 
ment of the temporal power, to the death of Pius 
VIL, and the election of his successor, Leo XIL., in 
1823, was the true golden age of the bandit, and 
his head-quarters were the region, called from the 
mocassin-like shoes ofits inhabitants ** Ciocciaria” 
—a region which extends from Veiletria to Gaeta, 
eastward tothe mountains of the Abruzzi, and 
westward to the shores of the Tyrrhene sea. In 
1814 Antonio Gasparoni, then a strikingly band- 
some, powerful youth of 2, had in a fit 
jealousy killed a _ fellow-townsman of Son- 
nino, (Antonelli’s birthplaee,) and to escape 
from justice had fled to the maccnia, or wilder- 
ness of low forest growth. There hs found other 
young Abruzzesi, fugitives for like reasons with 
his own, and, thanks to his superior strength and 

gility, as also to his marvelous eombination of sas 
gacity and eourage, he soon organized them into a 
band and put himself at theirhead. For nearly 
10 years he was the true lord of the territory 
whicB stretches from Frosinone to Terracina. the 
** impositum saxis longe candentibus Anxur’’ of Hor- 
ace. No one dared to attack him in the moun: 
tains, where, with his merry men, he led a jovial 
life till the exhaustion of the larder and 
cellar drove him, like the eagle, to the p 
Atthat time the journey from Rome to Naple 
was a very different affair from what it is now, 
when the railway covers the distance in six hours 
and ahalf. ‘Sixty years since,” if urgent business 
or dire necessity compelied you to go from one 
capital to the other, you did not fail before start- 
ing to make your willand commend your soul to 
God. What awaited you en route was something 
like the following: At orshortly before sunset, as 
you dozed in your carriage, trusting to the addresg 
of the postillions, or, if you could afford it, to the 
courage of your escort, to tide you past danger, the 
report of a musket aroused you from yoursiumbers 
and the shouts of your driver and attendants In. 
formed you that the bandits had surroundedjyouand 
that you were at their mercy. Driver, postillions, 
and mounted escort, in spite of their cries and 
half-hearted resistance, were secretly not a bit 
afraid at an incident to which they were habituat- 
ed, and in which they had nothing tolose. Seif: 
defense you soon sawto be worse than useless; 
your life was worth more than a few hundred fracs; 
so you resigned yourself to your fate while Gaspe« 
roniand his Lieutenant appeared at the windows, 
requested you eivilly to alight, and motioned to tha 
band toturn out the !uggage-on the road, and to 
relieve you of your ready money. If there were 
ladies of your party, the picturesque Gasparoni 
soon set them at ease by his polite apologies for 
thus temporarily incommoding them, and his alac- 
rity to protect them from the molestation of his 
band. If, in the meantime, a shepherd or a carrier 
came up, they were made to keep at a respectful 
distance, for the bandits never harmed these poor 
people, unless now and again from revenge, asin 
the case of “a shepherd killed by banditti for re- 
fusing to give them his horse,’’ which forms the 
subject of the picture executed in 1820 by Schnetz, 
Director of the Académie de France, and author of 
many other effeetive representations of bandits 
and their doings. Such operations as that just de- 
scribed sufficed for the immediate wants of the 
band, though from time to time they had to 
* operate” on a greater scale to supply them- 
selves with arms, ammunition, and a fresh 
remount. For the rest they were not ungenerous, 
and Gasparoni particularly never shed a drop of 
biood if he eould help it. When interrogated in 
after years ho was fain to reduce his exercise of 
capi punishment to but one instance—that of 
some charcoal-sellers who tried to betray him te 
the Pope’s dragoons. Crueliy, indeed, was ag 
seldom eharged against him as meanness or cow: 
ardice, and his popular qualities certainly explain 
the fact that for 19 years it was difficult to procur 
information as to his movements. With the death 
of the mild Pius VII., however, achange came over 
Gasparoni’s fortunes. For the two years previoug 
he had been at the zenith of his success; but the 
next Pope, Annibale della Genga, (Leo XT.,) was 
destined to compass his downfall. 

That Pontiff was a stern disciplinarian, both in 
the Church and in the States thereof, One morn- 
ing he would command the angels earved by 
Canova onthe tomb of the last of the Stuarts tq 
have bronze aprons over their nakedness. Anothe! 
morning he would prohibit the tourist from going 
to the “ storied urn” of Tasso in the Church of St, 
Onofrio, on the ground that in asacred edifice 
none should receive homage but the saint. Thig 
time it was the bandits on qvhom he turned hig 
zeal, and he extorted from his Secretary of State, 
Cardinal Benvenuti, a vow that he would extir- 
pate them from the ecclesiastical domains. Entire 
villages of ciocciart were thereupon removed 
to Rome Tanda flung into the Castle of St. 
Angelo. The men only were arrested; but in 
their train followed weeping women and children 
till the spectacle in the Roman streets was some 
times heart-rending. Maria Grazia, a model whom 
Schnetz made famous by introducing her into ali 
his bandit pictures, was the wife of a ciocciaro, 
who was taken with 50 others to the castle of St. 
Angelo after a raid of the dragoons, and she tol- 
lowed her husband to the capitai, and so interested 
all the great artists in her story that she procured 
his liberation, having remained faithful to him, 
with all her marvelous beauty, till the day of hig 
release. Gasparoniand bis band were the last to 
yiela, and many were the encounters between them 
and the Papal dragoons, in which the apostoliea 
force had the worst of it. Not that 
those troopers, whose brilliant uniforms in 
this mountain warfare lend lustre to 7 
pictures of Horace Vernet, were deficient 
courage. But their enercy and their daring 
far outmatched by Gasparoni’s, whose sw O8 
strategy was greatly assisted by his unrivaled 
knowledge of the country and its inhabitants, 
Fortwo years he defied the infantry and cavalry 
of the Holy See, till, in 1825, ho got tired of the in 
cessant struggie. He thought of going to Amerie 
or (what appeared to him equally distant) Maples, 
till one day the Archpriest Pellogrini della 
got round and cajoled him, under promise of! 
pardon, to give himself up, with his 23 com 
Gasparoni, such was his faithintbe Chu 
cepted the conditions, only to find himself} 
ever, with his companions in arms, an inmat 
the fortress of Civita Vecchia, where, without! 
ing been tried or sentenced, he remained 
ouer, till he was transferred to Civita Caste 
and finally to a Lombard work-house, 





ELEVATED RAILWAY TAXES 


> 
A VIGOROUS PROTEST AGAINST 
THE SENATE BILL. 

MAYOR GRACE AND.CONTROLLER CAMPBELL’S 
REASONS FOR URGING GOV. CORNELL TO 
REFUSE TO PERMITIT TO BECOME A LAW. 

Mayor Grace and Controller Campbell sent 
to Gov. Cornell yesterday a brief of their objeo- 
tions to Senate bill No. 401, now before the Execu- 
tive, relieving the elevated railroad companies 
fromm the payment of all taxes except 4 per cent. on 
their gross receipts, with reasons why the Gov- 
ernor should not permit the bill to become 
a law. In their preliminary statement of 
facts the Mayor sd Controller refer to 
their effortg co have a bill passed, settling 
the questions raised by the elevated roads and 
other corporations under the tax laws of 1880 and 
1881, and to the fact that the railroad companies 
tacked on the bill they prepared the section which 
makes the bill so objectionable. In this connec- 
tion they say: ‘* They [the elevated railroads] thus 
took advantage of our desire to settle, once and 
for all, all radical questions regarding the taxation 
of corporations for the years 1880 and 1881 to offer a 
bill which, while carrying out our design so far as 
all other corporations were concerned, would not 
only enable the elevated railroad companies to 
settle their back taxes for these years at 
about 50 per cent. of their correct amount, 
but would enable them tor the future to 
pay taxes at a rate approximately 50 per 
cent. less than that imposed upon all other tax- 
payers.” The Dill is then denounced as_ not 
only wrong in principle and  inexpedient 
and unjust in tact, but unconstitutional 
as well. The first point made is that it 
relieves the elevated railroad companies from the 
provisions of the general law of taxation, and un- 
justly discriminates in their favor by providing for 
them a system of taxation different from that 
ander which other corporations and persons are 
taxed. ‘It is wrong in prineiple,’’ the brief con- 
tinues, ** because it provides for certain favored 
corporations a tax upon their returns, while all 
other property is taxable at its absolute value, al- 
though it may be wholly unproductive, and be- 
cause if there be a tax upon returns it should be at 
a sufficiently high rate to equalize the aggregate 
taxation of these companies with that of other tax- 
payers. The bill discriminates unjustly in favor of 
the very class of property which, if there is 
to be any discrimination, should bear the 
larger share of the public burden. These 
corporations owe to the State most valuable 
franchises, for which they have been compelled 
to pay nothing whatever. They not only owe 
their opportunity of profit to the State, but the 
State has assured them exclusive rights, which 
puts them in so far out of the universal law of 
competition. The State is, consequently, entitled 
to a larger share of the advantage which these 
corporations reap from the ownership of their 
property than from the owner of real or personal 
estate, who has first to pay value for his titles and 
afterward to encounter the open competition of 
the market. This bill, however, proceeds upon a 
diametrically opposite gtheory and in violation 
of Fevery canon of taxation. The bill is 
legislative robbery. It deprives the City of 
half a million of money now due to it, puts 
apremium on defiance of the law, and ccmpels 
every citizen to contribute toward the payment of 
the taxes of the elevated railroad companies for 
the years 1880 and 1881.”’ 

A table is given by the Mayor and Controller 
showing that the amount assessed against the ele- 
vated roads in 1880 by the Tax Commissioners was 
$640,461 96, and $590,475 in 1881. These sums the 
companies still owe. The gross receipts of the 
roads are given as now aggregating about $6,000,- 
000 a@ year, 4 per cent. of which would be only 
$240.000. As the total taxes for 1880 and 1881 were 
$1,230,935 96, the loss to the City on the 4 per cent. 
basis would be $750,926 98 for two years. Making 
very proper allowance for error and over-taxation 
whieh the companies have ever claimed—all of 
which could have been corrected under the 
original bill—the City would still get from the 
companies more than twice the sum for which 
the Legislature would now relieve them from 
their outstanding debt. In like manner an esti- 
mate of the tax properly levyable upon the compa- 
nies under existing laws for the current year gives 
a tetal of $556,000, so that by substituting a percent- 
age on gross receipts, which would amount ap- 
proximately to only $240,000, the City would lose 
and the companies would gain for the year 1882 
about $315,000, or somewhat more than 50 percent. 
of the amount otherwise payable. The City will 
-have to make good the loss thus imposed upon it 
by levying it as a tax upon all other tax-payers 
save only the elevated railroad companies. The 
fourth and last point made by the Mayor and Con- 
troller is that the bill is unconstitutional, under the 
provisions of section 20 of Article III. of the Consti- 
tion, which are: *‘Every law which imposes, con- 
tinues, or revives a tax shall distinctly state the 
tax and the object to which it is to be applied; and 
it shall not be sufficient to refer to any other law 
to fix such tax or object.” In support of 
this point attention is called to the case of The 
People ex rel. Hopkins against the Supervisors of 
Kings County in the Court of Appeals,in which it was 
ne!d that any departure from a liberal compliance 
with this section was a frustration of the intention 
of the Constitution. After giving a synopsis of 
several sections of bill No. 401, the brief continues: 
“*Section 13 proyides for a composition between 
the elevated railroad companies and the City for 
the taxes of 1880 and 1881 by in like manner levying 
a tax upon the companies of 4 per centum on their 
gross receipts for those years, such new tax ‘to be 
applied as the taxes on other property in the said 
City are authorized and required by law to be ap- 
plied.’ We are advised by counsel that this last 
provision is not in compliance with the constitu- 
tional requirement, and that the railroad compa- 
nies can, because of this radical defect, refuse to 
pay the taxes thus sought to be imposed for 1880 
and 1881.’’ The opinion of Judge Allen in the case 
above referred to, which was in relation to an 
exactly similar question, is quoted to show 
that the bill is unconstitutional, and then the 
Mayor and Controller conclude as follows: 
‘‘Asthe matter stands, we believe the City could 
never compel the payment of the tax under sec- 
tion 13 {of the bill] if the companies saw fit to 
object, for that section. lacking the definiteness of 
sections 8 and 9, affords noclue onits face as to 
whether the taxes areto be applied to State or 
local purposes, or paid to the credit of any par- 
ticular fund, but only as taxes on other property 
are required by law to be applied —thas making 
necessary the reference to other laws and refer- 
ring to those only in the most indefinite way. If 
this section be unconstitutional, as we are advised 
itis, either the whole act would fail, or only sec- 
tions 9 to 14 inclusive, or only section 13, as the 
court should hold that the objection was vital to 
the whole act or only to certain parts or a part of 
it. If the objections were to be held vital 
to so much of the act only as_ re- 
fers to the elevated railroad companies, their 
position would be the same as if these sections of 
the act had never been passed; but if it were held 
toinvalidate section 13 alone, these companies 
would be safe, so far as their relief from taxation 
except at the rate of 4per_ cent. of their receipts 
for the future is concerned, and would ‘either es- 
cape taxation altogether for 1880 and 1881 or be 
left in the present unsatisfactory condition of 
which they complain. The law as it stands would 
necessarily entail litigation, unless the companies 
voluntarily paid the taxes provided by section 13, 
aud unless the City were willing to accept such 

ayment, notwithstanding the fact that it is far 
pelow what the City would be entitled to receive 
were it not for the obnoxious section.”

POLITICIANS ANB THE DOCK DEPART- 
MENT. 

In the absence of President Laimbeer, of the 
Department of Docks, Commissioner Voorhis yes- 
terday morning called Commissioner Vanderpoel 
to order and requested Secretary Cuming to call 


the roll. Commissioner Vanderpoel was much 
amused when he read a teiegram as follows from 
President Laimbeer, dated at Albany: ‘* Jacob 
Vanderpoel, Dock Department: This is a splendid 
jlace for missionary work; music, full band. Wil- 
iam Laimbeer.”’ A lurge amount of uninteresting 
routine business was transacted. Upon motion of 
Commissioner Voorhis the board adopted resolu- 
tions regretting the aeath of C. B, Kid, Assistant 
Engineer of the department. Ex-Alderman James 
J. Slevin was among the politicians who made pil- 
grimages to the head-quarters of the department 
to seek employment for their neighbors and their 
neighbors’ friends. He and the rest of the pil- 
rims were informed that on account of a dead- 
ock in the board no new men are employed, and 
that old employes find nothing to do. Owing 
to injunctions by the courts, the work on the sea 
wallat North Moore and Vestry streets and be- 
tween Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth and Twen- 
ty-fifth and Twenty-sixth streets has been suspend- 
ed. Some time ago Chief Enginear Greene laid out 
plans for the construction of sea walls on the river 
front at the points not touched by tho restraining 
power of the courts. Then Commissioner Voorhis 
proposed that the work should be done by day’s 
work. Commissioner Laimbeer opposed this mo- 
tion andurged the contract system. As either 
— requires unanimous consent nothing has been 
one. he pilgrims retired in anything but a 
leasant mood. They said thatfrom early morn- 
ng until midnight they are harassed by men who 
demand employment in the Dock Department. 
Alderman Fitzpatrick arrived just prior to the ad- 
ae. and when informed of the ill-luck of 
he other pilgrims seemed sorely distressed. 


THH ITALIAN PADRONE SYSTEM. 

A party of about 170 Italians were landed at 
Castle Garden last Monday by the steam-ship Desi- 
rade, from Marseilles. The leaders of this party 
were two padroni named Pietro and Carlo Baccari 
Palladino, who had paid the passage for the others, 
and had indueed them to sign contraets requiring 
them in return to pay 20 cents per day for three 
years. The padroni also agreed to find their men 
work here as laborers. After their arrival the men 
were dissatisfied with the padroni, and complained 
to the Superintendent at Castle Garcen. They 
were informed that the contracts which had been 
signed in Italy did not bind them here, and they 
were not only free to seek employment, but also 
to keep their own wages.

STRUCK BY AN ICEBERG. 
ESE EEA 
THE PERILOUS EXPERIENCE OF THE 
MAN STEAM-SHIP INDIA. 


The German steam-ship India, Capt. Haber- 
Jand, which arrived from Hamburg yesterday, 
came in collision with an iceberg while on the 
Banks of Newfoundland. Capt. Haberland states 
that after leaving Hamburg variable weather was 


experienced, and all went well until Wednesday, 

ay 2 at 2 P. M. when the steamer 
was in latitude 44° 45’ and longitude 
44° 52’, Two icebergs were then sighted. Scarcely 
had the steam-ship passed these when a dense log 
settled down on the ocean. The engines were 
slowed down in order to decrease the dangerot a 
collision, and great caution was observed during 
the night. At 7 o'clock on the morning of the 25th 
the fog lifted and discovered icebergs in every di- 
rection. Some were long and low, like small 
islands, while others towered up like great 
monuments. The fog again settled down and 
obscured the icebergs, and the engines were 
again slowed, At 10 o’clock the India was 
proceeding at the rate of about 3 knots per hour. 

‘he immigrants, of whom there were 492 on board, 
were below. Some were playing on musical in- 
struments, while others were dancing in the steer- 
age, where they had remained at the request of the 
Captain. A huge iceberg suddenly appeared in the 
mist to starboard. Warning was given and the 
helm was put to port, while the engines were re- 
versed. The starboard bow of the India struck the 
heavy wall of ice, breaking two holes in the iron 
plates above the water-mark. Then the steamer 
seemed to rebound from the ice, and, swinging 
around to port, she headed out into the open 
water, In a moment the iceberg faded out of 
sight in the mist to starboard. Several of the im- 
migrants rushed on deck and asked what was tho 
matter. Capt. Haberland replied that nothing un- 
usual had happened. The questioners at once re- 
turned to the steerage, from which the sound of 
music and dancing again proceeded. Many 
of the people below had fancied that 
one of the glass windows in the side of 
the vessel had been smashed. The India 
kept along slowly, avoiding the icebergs as best she 
could. A stage was lowered over the bows and 
the two holes were repaired. Old frames were 
rivited over the holes and were covered with can- 
vas. Over these were bolted some three-inch planks, 
and the seams between the latter were calked in 
the usual manner. The repairs wero completed at 
4:30 that afternoon. By this time the fog haa lift- 
ed, icebergs still lay ahead of the India and great 
care had to be used in order to avoid them. 
Between 5:30 and 7 o'clock that evening 34 icebergs 
were counted by Capt. Haberiand, who says that 
during the 25 years of his sea experience he has 
never before seen such quantities of ice. At 8 
o’clock A. M. onthe 16th, in latitude 42° 25’ and 
longitude 52°, the last of the ice was passed. The 
patchwork over the holes in the bow prevented 
any water from entering the forward compert- 
ment, Two testimonials highly praising Capt. 
Haberland and his offiears were signed by the 
passengers and presented before they landed yes- 
terday. Nearly all the European steamers which 
arrived yesterday reported having passed icebergs.

COMPANY YESTERDAY, 

The thirty-fifth annual nieeting of the share- 
holders of the Pacitic Mail Steam-ship Company 
was held at the offices of the company on the North 
River pier, foot of Canal-street, yesterday, The 
President.

The steam-ships City of Rio de 
Janeiro and City of Para have been paid for in full 
by an outlay of $523,766 97 since the Jast annual re- 
port, and $530,087 05 has been paid on the steam 
ships San José, San Juan, and San Blas, now being 
built at Chester, Penn. The sum of $546,028 40 
has also been expended in extraordinary repairs 
on otber steam-ships belonging to the company. 
A detailed financial statement accompanying the 
President’s report shows the earnings of the com- 
a for the year ending April 30, 1882, to have 

een as follows: Atlantic Line, S8603,065 14; 
Panama Line, $1,675,777 10; Trans-Pacific Line,

TRE PILOT COMMISSIONERS. 

At the meeting of the Pilot Commissioners 
yesterday Capt. Conway reported that the wreck 
which had been raised from the Wallabout Bay 
was placed on the beach at the foot of Ninety- 
ninth-street. It got adrift, however, and sunk 
again. The, contractor who originally raised the 
wreck was inatructed to search for it, Thomas 
Monroe, of Gifford’s Station, on the Staten 
Island Railroad, called the attention of the 
board to the fact that oyster poles 
of a size much larger than is needed are heing 
planted to a great extent in Prince’s Bay and that 
vicinity. Capt. Conway was directed to investi-

INSURANCE M#iN DISTURBED. 
American managers of foreiga fire insu- 
rance companies were angered yesterday by the 
announcement that Gov. Cornell had signed the 
bill prohibiting them from advertising assets other 


than those deposited in this country. The most 
annoying feature of the bill. they said, was that it 
took effect immediately. In consequence of this 
provision they are obliged not only to cancel or 
destroy large quantities of printed matter, but 
also to have all their standing newspaper adver- 
tisements, signs, circulars, and cards either altered 
or withdrawn at once. One manager told a 
Times reporter that he had just seut 5,000 paper 
rulers, upon which an abstract of the company’s 
last annual statement had been printed, “*down to 
the engine-house to be burned.’”’ Another man- 
ager suid he was sending to his agents a circular 
requesting them to have everything resembling a 
figure or a dollar mark removed from the compa- 
ny’s cards and advertisements. ‘‘We are.” said 
he, “determined to observe the law, even though 
it prohibited us from using ourown names. We 
need, however, to be often, very often indeed, 
reminded that this is a free country.”

The Signal.Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, in this region, rainy followed by 
colder, clearing weather, south-west veering to 
north-west winds, failing followed by rising 
barometer. 

On the motion to adopt the report of a 
minority of the Judiciary Committee recom- 
mending the impeachment of Judge WEsrt- 
BROOK, 27 votes were recorded in the affirm- 
ative and 84 in the negative, 17 members 
either being absent or having dodged the 
vote. On the motion to adopt the re- 
port of the majority dechring that Judge 
‘WEsTBROOK has not been guilty of any im- 
peachable offense, there were 77 affirmative 
toi35 negative votes, It would appear that 
8 members agreed with Mr. Brooxs in 
thinking that a ‘‘middle ground’’ between 
the two reports was the proper position to 
take. Of the 27 votes in favor of im- 
peachment, 15 were those of Repub- 
licans, and but one, that of Mr. 
Haccerty, came from the Tammany 
contingent. It need hardly be said that this 
action of the: Assembly is thoroughly dis- 
graceful to all.concerned. It puts the seal of 
a quasi-legislative sanction on alow standard 
of judicialintegrity; it confirms the power 
of Wall-street jobbers and political trick- 
sters over the Supreme Court, and it will do 
more to perpetuate all the forms of robbery 
which have received judicial sanction than the 
passage of an act specially providing for the 
spoliation of insolvent: corporations and the 
appointment of avowed thieves as Receivers, 
Auditors, and Referees. If intelligence or 
conscience. has any weight.in the politics of 
this State, not a man who voted to white- 
wash Judge WESTBROOK will be permitted 
to return to the seat which he has disgraced. 
\ ERE 
\Now that the ,Legislature has shown that 
its:incapacity to perform any service to the 
public is measured. only by the extent of its 
venality, recklessness, and gullibility, its 
final adjournment to-morrow will be 
hailed} with general: satisfaction. In both 
houses? there has been a small mi- 
nority ‘of members who were able, 
incorruptible, and :resolute in their pursuit 
of what they conceived to be right. Butin 
both the majority has been composed of 
men who were either both ignorant and cor- 
rupt, or who combined unscrupulousness 
with keenness of perception and thorough 
familiarity with legislative trickery. On 
more than.one-occasion this majority has 
found allies among men of good reputation 
and honorable intention in whom either per- 
sonal or partisan considerations had blinded 
the sense of public duty.

‘ATA A LTT I 


It is semi-officially announced in Vienna 
that the Monetary Conference has been once 
‘more adjourned from the approaching Au- 
tumn to the:coming April. We sce no rea- 
son to doubt the. correctness of ‘this an- 
‘Snouncement. ‘It has been the fortune of the 
people of the’ United States to learn every- 
thing that they have learned regarding this 
enterprise, in which their Government is 
nominally the leader, from foreign sources, 

and there is every probability that the 
present report is according to the facts. 
The conference can only be saved from an 
inglorious death by being continually post- 
poned. This process saves the feelings of 
the Governments who are supposed to be 
responsible for its existence, and does no 
special harm. Reasonable persons have 
long since abandoned the notion that the 
conference would ever amount to anything, 
and its disappearance down an indefinite 
future as asort of - chronological Wander- 


ing Jew is calculated to excite the amuse- 

ment rather than the interest of those im- 

mediately concerned. 
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Of the evidences of trickery and corrup- 
tion in the present Legislature there is no 
end. A striking example of both is the bill 
authorizing the building of a bridge over 
the Hudson River at Cornwall. As origi- 
nally introduced in the Assembly, the bill 
expressly forbade the thing it was intended 
to facilitate, and it was only when it 
reached the order of third reading that 
an exception was added to it allowing 
any company which had filed its 
map and profiles prior to Sept. 20, 1881, to 
construct and complete its road under the 
supervision of the State Engineer. That is 
to say, the Cornwall bridge was legalized 
and all other schemes of a like character 
were prohibited. In this form the job 
slipped through the Assembly as a good 
many others had done, and it was only when 
itcame up for third reading in the Senate that 
its true character was discovered and exposed. 
On Tuesday the exposure secured its defeat, 
but yesterday its passage was facilitated by 
the united votes of the Tammany and Re- 
publican Senators. Messrs, Grapy and 
TREANOR appeared as its champions, and 
the ‘‘regular’’ Democrats were not back- 
ward in aiding the final passage of the bill. 
Only six votes were recorded against it, of 
whom but two—Messrs. ALLEN and ELLs- 
WwoRTH—are Republicans. 





The Mayor and Controller have sent to 
the Governor another protest against the 
bill relieving the elevated railroads from 
taxation. After going over the points 
already made, and showing that the future 
operation of the bill would be to shift on the 
general body of tax-payers $300,000 a year 
justly chargeable to the Manhattan monopoly, 
while its retroactive effect would be to de- 
prive the City of from half a million to 
three-quarters of a million of dollars of taxes 
now overdue, the protest raises some new 
objections of a constitutional character. 
These relate chiefly to the terminology of 
section 13 of the bill in which the settlement 
of the back taxes is provided for. While 
the language of preceding sections is in 
strict compliance with constitutional re- 
quirements, inasmuch as it designates the 
purposes for which taxes to be paid for 
this and subsequent years are to be ap- 
plied, the vague phraseology adopted 
in section 13 to describe the des- 
tination of the $480,000 payable in 
lieu of the $1,230,936 claimed by the 
City for 1880 and 1881 seems skillfully 
framed to evade payment of this obliga- 
tion altogether. It is, at least, palpably 
opposed to the requirements of  sec- 
tion 20, Article IIL, of the Constitu- 
tion, and would certainly invalidate that 
portion of the bill to which it belongs, if 
not the entire act. The proposed law is, 
therefore, not only a piece of legislative 
robbery, but contains the possibilities of 
endless litigation. It remains with the 
Governor to show that its authors have 
overreached themselves, unless, indeed, the 
Assembly should finally make up its mind 
to ask for the return of the bill. 


REPORTS IN THE WESTBROOK CASE. 

Six members of the Assembly Judiciary 
Committee signed the report which attempts 
to whitewash the badly stained judicial 
character of TaEoporic R. Wesrsrook, of 
the Third District, and ends with a resolu- 
tion that he has not been guilty of any im- 
peachable offense. These are W. A. 
Poucnuer, of Oswego County; F. B. Smrrn, 
of Broome; A. J. PARKER, Jr., of Albany; 
O. 8. Szaru, of Steuben; James D. Mo- 
CLELLAMD, of New-York, and D. 8. Por- 
TER, of Saratoga. The first five are Dem- 
ocrats and the last a Republican. Two mem- 
bers, N. CHAMBERLAIN, of St. Lawrence, 
and R. Anrmstrone, Jr., of Washington, 
both Republicans, while dissenting from 
‘many of the statements and conclusions of 
fact’’ in the majority report, concur in the 
resolution against impeachment. Two, A. 
©. Cuarprn, of Kings, and J. E. Morrison, 
of New-York, both Democrats, unite in a 
report recommending impeachment for 
‘*mal and corrupt conduct in office.’’ One, 
R. A. Lrvmeaston, of Putnam, Republican, 
concurs in the minority report, but recom- 
mends impeachment for ‘‘mal conduct’ 
only, not believing that corrupt or dishonest 
motives had been shown by the testimony. 
These are names to be remembered. 

The majority report, which finds no cause 
for impeachment in the conduct of the 
Judge, is in effect an impeachment of the 
character of the members of the committee 
who sign it. Though it contains some eva- 
sions and equivocations in regard to material 
facts, it ventures upon hardly any direct de- 
nial of the allegations that have been made. 
It haul no ground for doing so, inasmuch as 
they were conclusively proved. It con- 
sists mainly of opinions that the actions 
upon which these allegations are based 
were entirely proper or at the worst in- 
volved only ‘‘violations of good taste,’ 
‘‘acts of indiscretion,’’ and an ‘‘ excess of 
zeal.”” Such opinions reveal the standard 
of judgment which these members of the 
committee sce fit to set up for the conduct 
of the judiciary of this State. The Assem- 
bly, beset by lobbyists and all the corrupt 
influences arrayed in defense of Judge 
WESTBROOK, has not shown itself strong 
enough and honest enough to insist upon a 
more exalted standard. 

The record of the case against Judge 
WEstTBROOK, imperfectly as it was brought 
out by the Judiciary Committee, must stand 
in spite of this majority report and the ac- 
tion of the Assembly, and by it he will be 
judged by the public. If his motives were 
not corrupt and dishonest, if he was not 
consciously engaged in a conspiracy by 
which he was personally to profit, it isa fact 
which cannot be covered up that his action 
in the ManWattan case was from first to last 
in the interest of the stock operators who 
got the elevated railroads of this City 
into their joint control and made 
millions of money out of the smaller and 
unconsidered stockholders in the process. 
‘When he made suggestions to Gon. SwAYNE, 
he knew that he was consulting not merely 
with the Receivers’ counsel, but with the 
whole combination of lawyers and stock 
jobbers, who had a single purpose. Con- 
sidering who the Receivers were, who their 
counsel were, and the relations which they 
all held with Jay Govu.p, Cyrus FIELD, 


‘Ruasseu Sage. and their lawyers. he might 


just as well have announced to them all 
what he was willing to do for their behoof 
and what course it was best for them 
to take to accomplish their purposes. 
He helped them to batter-down the Man- 
hattan stock until they got possession of it 
at low figures, he suggested to Jay GOULD 
before he owned any of that stock that it 
would be for his financial advantage to pro- 
vide for the immediate needs of the com- 
pany, and he furnished the basis for the 
agreement which made the company sol- 
vent and consummated the combination by 
which ail the companies were placed under 
a single control. There isa symmetry and 
completeness about his action and that of 
the conspirators which could not be the 
result of accident or a fortuitous con- 
currence of minds acting independently 
and with diverse interests and motives. 
It is nonsense to talk about the consent of 
opposing counsel when the counsel were not 
opposed but working together for a single 
end. The equivocation about JAy GouLD’s 
private office is ridiculous. What and where 
the office was is well known. It was used 
by Mr. Gountp and his corporations for 
various purposes, and it was used as a court- 
room at the suggestion of the whole gang for 
which the Judge was acting. All these 
proceedings, dignified by the name of 
judicial, were a farce so far as judicial 
action was concerned. They were the per- 
formances of a conclave in which Mr. WEst- 
BROOK took a leading part for the purpose 
of giving legal effect to the plans and agree- 
ments of the stock operators and their law- 
yers. In all this the ‘‘majority’’ sees noth- 
ing involving ‘‘mal conduct’ on the part 
of the Judge, nothing, in the language of 
Judge Grover, defining an impeachable 
offense, ‘‘ tending to bring the administra- 
tion of justice into disrepute.’’ 

The charges in connection with the Re- 
ceiverships of insurance companies are 
strangely slurred over in this majority re- 
port. The members of the committee sign- 
ing it think the Judge may have been im- 
posed upon by lawyers, and may have done 
what was indiscreet and unwise, but they do 
not find in it anything tending to bring 
the administration of justice into dis- 
repute. Unfit men were placed in charge 
of important trusts because politicians 
or lawyers who expected to make money out 
of them desired it. Enormous fees and 
allowances were made to Receivers, Ref- 
erees, and counsel, who were friends of the 
court and of the court’s political backers, 
and widows and orphans were cheated to 
enrich the greedy gang, and yet the 
Judge who helped the plunderers is not 
worthy of impeachment or even of condem- 
nation. ‘The laws of the State affecting Re- 
celverships were brought into such discredit 
that the Legislature is at its wits’ end to 
provide a substitute for them, proposing 
even to take their administration practically 
out of the hands of the courts, and yet noth- 
ing was done to bring the administration of 
justice into such disrepute that the Judge re- 
sponsible for the mischief is worthy of im- 
peachment. 

What does this wretched fiasco in the 
Legislature show? Not that the judiciary of 
this State is unsmirched. Not that Judge 
WestBnook is deserving of continued public 
confidence and worthy to sit upon the 
bench of the State, but that corrupt and 
corporate influences have obtained such 
an ascendency at Albany that it is 
impossible for the people to secure the pro- 
motion and protection of their interests from 
those who were chosen to represent them. 
The great question for them to solve is how 
they can so reform their political system 
that public servants on the bench and in the 
Legislature can be made to represent their in- 
terests and be held to a just responsibility. 


THE CLOSE OF THE CONTEST. 

Mr. Mackey, Representative in Congress 
from the Second District of South Carolina, 
yesterday took the oath of office and as- 
sumed the seat to which he has in equity 
been entitled since the 4th of March, 1881. 
The vote by which this final act of justice to 
the people of that district was consummated 
was what is called a party one. That is to 
say, there was not found a single Democrat 
in the House who had the fairness, the inde- 
pendence, the courage, or the decency 
to sustain what has been proved as 
completely as evidence can prove any- 
thing to be right and just. Nor this 
alone. Theact of substituting the rightfully 
elected for the fraudulently seated Repre- 
sentative has been fought at every step by 
the utmost efforts of the Democratic Party, 
When everything else had failed, when a 
careful, impartial, and faithful investigation 
had shown that the present member was 
fairly entitled to his seat, the Democrats, 
without exception, banded themselves to- 
gether to prevent his being accorded his 
seat. By a species of coercion within the 
letter, but opposed to the spirit, of Sparlia- 
mentary law, they fought day after day 
to weary the majority and compel it 
to yield to the demands of _ the 
defiant, reckless, and dishonest minority. 
In this mad attempt not only those joined 
who are on the ordinary level of partisan- 
ship—men like the blatherskite Sprincer, 
of Illinois, and the trickster RANDALL, of 
Pennsylvania—but men who claim to repre- 
sent the alleged upper rank of Democracy, 
such as Hewitt, of New-York; CaR.isLez, 
of Kentucky, and McLang, of Maryland. 
Nothing is more discouraging to those who 
would gladly see the politics of the country 
raised above the level of the scramble and 
intrigue, the passion, the narrowness, and 
the meanness of the ward politician or the 
caucus manager than this entire accord 
among the Democrats in sustaining by un- 
justifiable means a measure in itself dis- 
graceful. 

We are entirely aware that professions are 
very cheap, and that in any contest of this 
sort it is easy to be blinded by partisan 1n- 
terest. But here was a case that had been 
practically under investigation since Novem- 
ber, 1880, and in regard to which the facts 
were as clearly known and as fully appre- 
ciated as facts in such a case can be, The 
report of the majority of the Election Com- 
mittee was at no time seriously questioned 
on evidence offered in good faith. It is not 
too much to say that the close of the 
investigation left the question perfectly 
clear. Shall the voters of the Second 
South Carolina District have a Represen- 
tative in Congress whom they have elect- 
ed, or shall they be compelled to accept 
one who never received @ maiority of their 


votes, and whom they never chose or ac- 
cepted? On this question the Democrats of 
the House not only took the position of 
forcing a Representative on the voters of the 
district, but they tried to carry out their 
purpose by the most unjustifiable proceed- 
ings. They deliberately blocked the busi- 
ness of the House for ten days. They ap- 
plied to the majority indirect compulsion in 
the hope of forcing them to yield rather than 
to see the close of the fiscal year approach 
without any appropriations for the regular 
operations of the Government. 

Yesterday, after the substantial question 
involved had been determined and Mr. 
Mackey had taken his rightful seat, the 
whole session was wasted in a purposeless 
wrangle over a set of resolutions, introduced 
by a Maryland member, reciting that in the 
wretched struggle against the rights of the 
majority the minority had been right, and 
the House, and especially its Speaker, had 
been wrong. This curious manifesto was 
introduced as a question of ‘* privilege’’ 
for the purpose of getting it before 
the House. When its true character 
was discovered and the essential duplicity 
of its introduction was unmasked, a motion 
was made to lay it upon the table. Where- 
upon the Democratic members, led by Mr. 
Cox, of New-York, deliberately raised so 
much uproar and confusion that anything 
like business became quite impossible. After 
a long interval of hopeless brawl and noise, 
the motion to lay upon the table was car- 
ried, and, after taking up the Florida elec- 
tion case, the House adjourned, 

It is difficult to conceive what the Demo- 
crats expect to gain from a course so obsti- 
nate, so foolish, and so apparently aimless 
as this. And we may add that the strenu- 
ous opposition of the Republicans to the con- 
sideration of Mr. McLAnu’s silly resolutions 
is also inexplicable. It would have been far 
more sensible to allow them to be received, 
to be defended by their author and any one 
else who cared to assume that thankless task, 
and then to have quietly voted them down. 
But in a fierce struggle like that which has 
just consumed so much valuable time the 
interests of the country and the dignity of 
Congress are lost sight of on both sides. 
The people will now at least breathe freer 
that there is some chance that legitimate 
public business will be considered. 


TURKEY IN EGYPT. 

The announcement that the Continental 
powers will look to the Sultan to sustain the 
Khédive of Egypt upon his throne is not 
unexpected. From the moment that ARABI 
Bey’s revolutionary movement gained 
strength enough to overawe TEWFIK 
and pretend to control the  ma- 
chinery of government it was evident 
that sooner or later an appeal would be made 
to Turkey for a show of the substance of 
that authority in Egyptian affairs of which 
England and France possess but the shadow. 
The deposition of Tewrik by Arasr and 
the elevation of Haxume Pasha, son of the 
founder of the present dynasty, and under 
the Mohammedan law the rightful successor 
to the throne, must pass as empty incidents 
in the struggle, void of permanent effect un- 
less it shall please ABpuL Hamm to give 
his assent to the change, which he may do 
in spite of the powers. But he has been 
called upon to maintain the status quo which 
England and France find most convenient for 
their purposes, as Tewrrk is wholly under 
their control, and while reserving some lib- 
erty of action for himself and trying to gain 
alarger power in Egypt, this is probably 
what the Sultan will do, either by some 
process of Oriental political barter with 
ARABI or by direct and forcible interven- 
tion with troops. 

Armed intervention from some quarter is 
vehemently called for, and as it has seemed 
impossible for either England or France to 
get troops ready in time, or to use them in 
Egypt without grave perils if they were 
ready, there has been strong movement to 
urge the sending of Turkishtroops. Nothing 
could be more distasteful to an English Lib- 
eral than the proposition to accord to the 
decaying power of Turkey this new recog- 
nition of vitality and to permit the Sultan 
to take this important step toward a reas- 
sertion of his absolute control over Egypt. 
But as it has been long foreseen that the 
crushing of the rebellious spirit in Egypt 
must ultimately be left to Turkey, attempts 
have been made to prepare public sentiment, 
in England at least, for that course. The 
principle involved inthe old saying about 
giving a dog a bad name has been persist- 
ently applied to the National movement, of 
which Aras Bey is the head, with a view 
to easing the shock which its strangulation 
by orders from Constantinople, with the aid 
and connivance of the English and French 
Governments, would naturally cause among 
free and progressive nations. 

As the spirit of revolt which has now been 
more or less actively manifesting itself for 
more than a year is largely directed against 
the Anglo-French control, it became ne. 
cessary for organs of English opinion to dis- 
credit it by attacking its aims and motives, 
Arapt Bey has been denounced as an 
unscrupulous adventurer. The National 
leaders have been set down as a lot of 
greedy Pashas eager to re-establish the reign 
of licentiousness, corruption, and grind- 
ing taxation of the people for the extrava- 
gant pleasures of the ring at Cairo as it 
existed in the days of the late Khédive 
Ismait. The Chamber of Notables has 
been attacked as a thoroughly bad oligarchy, 
and even among the most degraded of 
European peoples it has been hard to find a 
parallel for the ignorant and hopelessly 
broken-down people of Egypt, for whose 
elevation to the dignity of self-government 
the National Party is supposed to be striv- 
ing. They are incapable and unworthy of 
governing themselves, it has been said, and 
the only hope for Egypt is the perpetuation 
of the dual protectorate, with occasional re- 
course to Turkish arms in times of trouble. 

Unfortunately, a great deal of this is true. 
The common people of Egypt have been 
brought by centuries of slavery to a con- 
dition of incredible degradation. Theancient 
Egyptian civilization was nothing to boast of, 
and in modern times Egypt has been moved 
by fewer progressive impulses than almost 
any other country onthe globe. The Egyp- 
tians, ancient and modern, have had all that 
indifference to political liberty which char- 
acterizes the peoples of countries where the 
snow never flies. The present representa- 
tive Government is, therefore, only the 
formless germ and beginning of a 
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constitutional system. The members of 
the Chamber of Notables, about eighty in 
number, are put in nomination by the local 
dignitaries and chosen by an informal elec 
toral processin which as yet the mass of the 
farming population take little part. Pashas, 
landed proprietors, and influential men are 
usually chosen. As a body, the Notables 
have too often been responsible to the Min- 
istry instead of holding the Ministry respon- 
sible to them. The Army, moreover, is 
outside their control. 

It will beseen that nothing that can fairly 
be called representative government has as 
yet been established in Egypt. But a be- 
ginning has been made, with prospects as 
hopeful as could have attended a similar ex- 
periment in any of the long enslaved States 
of the Balkans, for which Mr. Guap- 
STONE has so eloquently demanded self- 
government. And it is this small be- 
ginning that England and France are trying 
to crush out and destroy. There is no dis- 
guising the plain truth that their protecto- 
rate over Egypt is purely mercenary and 
selfish, All the fine talk of the Lon- 
don and Paris press about the neces- 
sity of continuing the unnatural arrange- 
ment for the protection of the Egyptians 
may be put beside similar hypocritical pro- 
fessions made in justification of forays in 
India, South Africa, and Tunis. And if 
England and France now turn Egypt 
over to Turkey for reconstruction, they will 
shame their civilization and be guilty of a 
crime that ought to make savages blush for 
them. The Sultan may be in connivance with 
Arasr Bey, but the assertion of Turkish 
supremacy at Cairo means the total extin- 
guishment of all that was genuine and sin- 
cere in the National movement and the tear- 
ing down of the constitutional foundations 
already laid. Neither the pitiful charac- 
ter of the present representative ma- 
chinery nor the possible duplicity of 
the National leaders can justify the course 
Egypt’s so-called protectors seem ready to 
adopt. In all countries popular government 
starts from small beginnings, the education 
of the people is a part of the work to be 
done, and it ill becomes nations so proud of 
their own growth and present greatness as 
France and England to join in checking 
such & work wherever undertaken. 


MR. FRANK JAMES. 

When the late Mr. Jessk JAmEs closed 
his brilliant career, leaving behind him his 
brother FRANK, it was supposed that the 
latter would carry on with renewed energy 
the war against the enemies of his race. In 
many respects Mr. Frank JAMES was be- 
lieved to be fully the equal of his lamented 
brother, and though the cowardly watch 
and purse owners of Missouri and contigu- 
ous States were filled with joy at the 
death of the renowned Jessg, their joy 
suddenly turned into fear when they re- 
membered that FRanx still lived, and 
would feel compelled, out of respect to the 
memory of his dead brother, to revenge his 
cruel death. 

It was, therefore, with surprise and delight 
that the people of Missouri learned that Mr. 
FRANK JAMES had entered into negotiations 
with Gov. CRITTENDEN, and was prepared 
to accept honorable proposals of peace. 
Commissioners on behalf of Mr. JAMES have 
met the Governor, and the negotiations, 
which are still in progress, have so far re- 
flected the highest credit upon both parties. 
Mr. James fecls that he has won enough 
glory and watches to content any reason- 
able man, and he is anxious to withdraw 
from business and cultivate the arts of 
peace before the melancholy fate of his late 
brother overtakes him. He has therefore 
offered to surrender on condition that the 
Governors of Missouri, Texas, and Minneso- 
ta—all of whom have hitherto been his ene- 
mies—will guarantee him a free pardon for 
any so-called crime of which unprincipled 
courts and brutal men may convict him. 

Gov. CRITTENDEN has met the proposal 
of Mr. James in a spirit which cannot be 
too greatly admired. He is prepared to ac- 
ceptit with enthusiasm, and calls on his fel- 
low-Missourians to aid by every means in 
their power the restoration of peace. ‘‘ Let 
us all join,’’ writes the Governor, “in the 
noble effort to reform this man and to re- 
store him to a peaceful and useful citizen- 
ship.’”’ The free pardon demanded by Mr. 
JAMES has already been forwarded to him, 
and itis believed that Mr. James is now 
stopping, under a flag of truce, with Sheriff 
TIMBERLAKE, and awaiting the final re- 
sult of the negotiations. 

There is only one difficulty which pre- 
vents the prompt and complete restoration 
of peace between Mr. JAMes and the prop- 
erty-owners of the West. This is the 
strange and criminal delay exhibited by the 
Governors of Texas and Minnesota in ac- 
ceding to Mr. JAmEs’s conditions. He has 
made it a condition of peace that these two 
Governors should send him free pardons 
precisely like the pardon sent him by the 
Governor of Missouri, but up to noon of 
yesterday this condition had not been 
complied with. As it is well understood 
that if the present negotiations fail Mr. 
JAMES Will resume hostilities and prosecute 
the war as long as a watch or purse is left 
in the possession of any Missourian not a 
member of his band, we can comprehend 
that the Governors of Texas and Minnesota 
are taking upon themselves a fearful respon- 
sibilty. . 

It is strange that any man can look coldly 
upon the ‘noble effort to reform’ Mr. 
Frank JAMES and to convert him into a 
peaceful and useful citizen, When we think 
of the nobility of this man, as shown by his 
love of watches, and his heroism, as proved 
by the number of watch-owners whom he 
has killed, the desire that his nobility and 
heroism should be brought into the 
service of the community becomes irresisti- 
ble. In the effete regions of New-England 
and the Middle States a man like Mr. James 
would be called a thief and a murderer, and 
his enemies would be glad to sacrifice his 
splendid talents and his noble nature on the 
scaffold; but in the great free West men 
take broader and more generous views. 
Gov. CRITTENDEN feels that to make peace 
with FraAnK JAMES would be the crowning 
glory of his administration, and that he 
would confer an inestimable benefit upon 
his State could he restore Mr. JAmEs ‘‘to a 
peaceful and useful citizenship,’’ Undoubt- 
edly, there are paths in which Mr. JAMEs 
would shine as briiliantly in peace as 
he hasin war. What a plumber he would 
make. and what a nonular candidate for the 


Governorship of his State he would be sure 
to be at the next State election! If he is 
too modest to take an active part in politics, 
he might enter the Baptist ministry, where 
he would doubtless be welcomed, with the 
utmost heartiness by the minister of that 
denomination who conducted the funeral of 
Mr. Jesse James. To have these bright 
possibilities blotted out by the dull and 
brutal refusal of the Governors of Texas and 
Minnesota to make peace with Mr. James is 
something that no Christian community 
should tolerate. 

After all, it is possible that Mr. Frank 
James is making a mistake in offering to 
surrender. Why should he abandon that 
career in which he has won the admiration 
of his fellow-Missourians and the worship 
of the small-boys of the whole country who 
read the dime novel records of his cam- 
paigns? Why should he not go on in his 
heroic warfare against property and prop- 
erty-owners? If he falls as his brother 
fell, he will be buried with every honor; 
his memory will be kept green forever, and 
he will be happy in heaven in the company 
of JEssz, whose spirit—as we were informed 
—‘*‘ ascended to heaven’’ when the bullet of 
his murderer crashed through his brain. 
Evidently, the Missourian who would prefer 
honesty and respectability to a career like 
that of the ‘“‘ JAstEs boys’’ is a mean-spirited 
and stupid person, and it is hardly decent to 
ask Mr. Frank James to degrade himself 
by becoming a peaceful and useful citizen.

Boston, May 31.—The American Tract So- 
ciety held its annual meeting this afternoon and 
elected the following officers: President—William

THE STATE LAW-MAKERS 


THE SENATE NEARING THE END 
OF ITS WORK. 

THE SUPPLY BILL PASSED—ALL BILLS ON 
ORDER @F THIRD READING DISPOSED 
OF—A SAMPLE OF LEGISLATIVE TRICK- 
ERY—THE ADJOURNMENT RESOLUTION 
AGREED TO. 

ALBANY, May 31.—The Senate at the morn- 
ing session disposed of all the bills on the order of 
third readings. Among those passed were the fol- 
lowing: An act to prevent false swearing at politi- 
cal caucuses and assemblies; an act incorporating 
the Staten Island and Coney Island Ferry Com- 
pany; an act giving the consent of the State to tha 
purchase by the United States of a plot of ground 
in New-York City; an act making annual apvro 
priations for the canals; an act authorizing the ap- 
pointment by the Police Commissioners of New- 
York and Brooklyn, and in their discretion, of Po 
lice Matrons to do service at the station-houseg 
the compensation not to exceed $50 per month. 

The bill that was defeated yesterday authorizing 
the building of a bridge over the Hudson River a8 


Cornwall, was called up again by Mr. Treanor. 
This bill affords a good illustration of tricking, un- 
derhanded, and deeeptive methods of legislation 
that are sometimes resorted to. As originally in- 
troduced in the Assembly by Matthew Patten, an 
adept in legislative jobbery, it read as follows: 

Section 1. Nothing contained in chapter 582, Laws 
of 1880, entitled “Anact to provide for excavating 
and tunneling and briaging for transportation pun 
— within villages and cities of this State,” sha 

e construed as authorizing the bridging of the Hud: 
son River. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect Immediately. 


No one in reading this bill would imagine that 
the only object of its author was to do the very 
thing prohibited by it—to bridge the Hudson River. 
Yet such was the case, and when the bill reached 
the order of third readings in the Assembly the fol- 
lowing little joker was added to the first section: 

“Provided, however, that any company heretofor 
organized rene & leony» to connect portions o 
its road,and which has filed its map and profiles 
prior to Sept. 20, 1881, may construct and complete 
the same under thesupervision of the State Engineer.” 

This amendment slipped through the Assembly 

without attracting attention, and when the biil 
reached the Senate it was pushed ahead to the 
order of third readings as an unimportant Dill, 
without a single Senator, except those who were 
in the job, knowing anything about it. When it 
came up for a third reading yesterday, Mr. H. A. 
Neilson, who had discovered the trick, exposed the 
job and it was defeated. But another attempt to 
= it was made to-day, and, by the aid of the 
obby, it succeeded, although Mr. Nelson and Mr. 
A. Lansing made a full exposure of the character of 
the bill and the means that had been used ta 
smuggle it through. Messrs. Grady and Treanor, 
of the Tammany “contingent,” played the 
roll of special champions of the job, and a larga 
portion of the Republican Senators voted for it. 
They have got s0 used to following the lead of the 
Tammany Senatore that they even approve their 
legislative jobs. The following were the yeas and 
nays on the passage of the bill, [Republicans in 
roman, Democrats in italic :]

The resolution, giving rise to debate, was tem- 
porarily withdrawn. The preamble to it sets forth 
that the New-York, West Shore, and Butfalo Rail. 
road Company has already constructed one and 
one-fourth miles of its road on the banks of the 
canal, two miles west of Fort Plain, and is now 
constructing 10 miles further east and west of that 
point. Permission so to do is said to have been 
given by the State Engineer and Surveyor, Mr. 
Seymour, who is reported to be Consulting 
Engineer of the railroad company, and by Mr. 
Dutcher, Superintendent of Public Works. Whethes 
or not they have authority to grant the permission 
is one of the items of information sought to be ob- 
tained by the resolution. It is a noteworthy fact 
that both of these ofhcers have been strenuous in 
their opposition to the bill giving permission to the 
Albany, Syracuse, and Buffalo Railroad Company 
to construct temporarily a railroad on 10 miles of 
the berme bank of the cana] simply totry the ex 
periment of steam towage of canal-boats. 

At the evening session the Senate went into 
Committee of the Whole on the general bill for tha 
construction of surface railroads in cities, ag 
amended by the Senate committee. These amend- 
ments make the bill what it originally purported 
to be—a general bill. All railroad companies, 
whether existing or hereafter to be created, 
are obliged to get the consent of the local 
authorities and a majority in interest of the prop- 
erty-owners, after the passage of this bill, beford 
they can proceed to build a surface railroad, 
The bill leaves it to the local authorities 
to say what shall be paid for thd 
franchise, but it prohibits them from granting thé 
right to build a road in Broadway below Four 
teenth-street, except on payment of $750,000 inte 
the City Treasury.

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EGYPT AND THE POWERS 
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EUROPE DECIDES T0 SUSTAIN THE 
KHEDIVE. 

HE PORTE APVISED TO SUMMON ARABI 
PASHA TO CONSTANTINOPLE—THE KHE- 
DIVE’S LIFE IN DANGER—FRANCE TAK- 
ING THE INITIATIVE. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, May 81.—It is reported 
that Dervish Pasha and Server Pasha will be 
appointed special Commissioners to proceed to 
Egypt. 

The representatives of all the powers have 
counseled the Sultan to comply with the de- 
mand of the French and British Governments 
for a declaration by the Sultan in favor of the 
Khédive and for summoning the leaders of the 
émeute to Constantinople. 

It is stated that the Porte is opposed to the 
dispatch of Turkish vessels to Alexandria as 
long as the allied fleets remain in Egyptian 
waters. 

Carro, May 31.—The natives are escaping 
from Cairo to avoid signing the petition for 
the reinstatement ef the late Ministry, the 
withdrawal of the ultimatum, the departure 
of the squadrons, the recall of the Consuls- 


General, and the deposition of the Khédive. 
No time must be lost to employ measures for 
saving the life of the Khédive, 

Arabi Pasha is employing every means to 
win over the Bedouins of Alexandria, 

The Khnédive drove out without an armed 
guard to-gay, and afterward held a crowded 
reception., Arabi Pasha kissed the Khédive’s 
hand, and professed himself the Khédive’s 
most humble slave, but directly afterward he 
set in circulation a petition denouncing the 
Khédive., 

More than 200 influential persons hostile to 
Arabi Pasha are being deported to Soudan as 
fast as possible. 

ALEXANDRIA, May 31.—The five additional 
war vessels ordered to Alexandria by the 
British Government left Suda Bay on Monday 
night with sealed orders, and are expected to 
arrive here to-morrow, 

Vienna, May 81L.—The Abendpost says it is 
plain that neither the Sultan nor the European 
Governments can possibly leave Arabi Pasha 
in possession of power in Egypt. 

Paris, May 31.—The French squadron of 
lron-clads at Alexandria will soon be ma- 
terially increased, as France is determined to 
make her power felt. 

The Chamber of Deputies has fixed the time 
for the interpellation of the Government en 
the affairs of Egypt for to-morrow, (Thursday.) 

LONDON, May 31.—A dispatch from Paris to 
the Daily Telegraph says: ‘‘ Contrary to the 
assertion of many of your contemporaries, the 
French Government is now taking the initia- 
tive in Egyptian affairs. M. de Freycinet, the 
Prime Minister, has the cordial support of 
Germany, and has now come round to the 
project of an intervention by England and 
France, acting as the mandatories of Europe, 
and desires that it may receive the solemn 
sanction of Europein a conference. No cre- 
dence need be attached to rumors of hostility 
to the action of France and England.” 

A Berlin correspondent has had a cenversa- 
tion regarding Egypt with a man who had 
spoken on the subject to the highest person- 
ages. According to this authority there is 
reason to believe that Germany would support 
an invitation to Italy to supply troops to re- 
store order in Egypt; that what Germany 
supports Austria will sanction, and that Rus- 
sia would certainly prefer Italy’s acting at the 
mandate of Europe to an English oceupation. 

M. Giers, the Russian Foreign Secretary, bas 
informed Sir Edward Thornton, the British 
Ambassador, that Russia, acting in concert 
with Germany, Austria, and Italy, has in 
structed her representative at Constantinople 
to support the policy pursued by England and 
France, 

It is stated that France has ordered ad- 
ditional vessels from Toulon and Tunis to pro- 
seed to Alexandria. 

Lonpon, June 1.—The Daily News says: 
‘The Plymouth Channel squadron has been 
ordered to leave the sound at 10 o’clock this 
norning for Gibraltar. The squadron will 
carry large crews, and will prove a very valu- 
able addition tu the fleet under command of 
Vice-Admiral Sir F. B. P. Seymour.” 

4A dispatch from Paris says the French Cab- 
inet met vesterday and approved M., de Frey- 
rinet’s policy gs to the necessity of forwarding 
to the English Foreign Office a preposal for 
the holding of a diplomatic conference at Con- 
stantinople to settle the Egyptian crisis. 

A dispatch from Alexandria states that Sul- 
tan Pasha has advised the Notables to return 
to their homes, s0 as to be beyond the reach of 
Arabi Pasha’s soldiery. 

A correspondent at Cairo telegraphs that 
the old forts at Alexandria are being repaired 
and equipped, and that new earth-works are 
being thrown up at Raseltin, within 400 yards 
ot Her Majesty’s ship Invincible. 

A dispatch from Constantinople says that 
the Army Department exhibits no unusual ac- 
tivity, but that the Naval Arsenal is busy fit- 
ting out iron-clads, 

The Times says: ** Yesterday the French 
Cabinet propesed and England agreed to rec- 
ommend that the powers and Turkey holda 
conference at Constantinople te settle the 
Egyptian question on the basis of the status quo, 
namely, the maintenance of the sovereignty 
of the Sultan, the position of the Khédive, the 
liberties of the Egyptians as guaranteed by 
firmans, the prudent development of their in- 
stitutions, and the observance of international 
agreements.” 

The Times also says: “It may quicken the 
Sultan’s resolution to hear that vessels are be 
ing prepared at this moment at Devonport to 
act #s guard ships to the Suez Canal.”

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THE NEW-HAVEN MYSTERY 


PROGRESS OF THE DEFENSE OF 
TAH TWO MALLEY BOYS. 

THE WHEREABOUTS OF JAMES ON THE NIGHT 
WHEN JENNIE CRAMER DIED—TESTI- 
MONY GOING TO PROVE AN ALIBI-—NO 
SIGNS OF ENDING THE LONG TRIAL. 

New-Haven, May 31.—The Maliey trial 
was resumed to-day, and the defense introduced 
several witnesses to show that James spent Friday 
night at his fatber’s house; this in the face of the 
positive testimony of several of the State’s wit- 
nesses that Jennie Cramer was at the shore Fri- 
day night and that James and Walter Malley were 
also there, It is noteworthy that the alibi wit- 
nesses are for the most part employes of the Mal- 
ley family. The defense endeavored to convince 
the jury that a party, consisting of Walter Malley 
and another young man and a lady, who visited 
Diebel’s restaurant on Thursday evening, Aug. 4, 
were Walter and James Malley and Blanche 
Douglass. 

The waiter of Diebel’s restaurant, Michael J. Kel- 
sey, testified that aparty of three entered the res- 
taurant on Thursday, Aug. 4, between 9:30 and 
10 o'clock in the evening, and one of the party was 
Walter. They asked for chicken salad, but there 
being none, they ordered lamb chops, but went out 
witheut getting any. The witness on cross-exam- 
ination said that in his West Haven testimony he 
had fixed the time at between 8:30 and 10 o'clock. 
He had first mentioned the circumstance to Dep- 
uty Sheriff Keefe. Witness did not then know Wal- 
ter, but Keefe had since told him who he was. Wit- 
ness said: ** He came in and asked me if I did not 
remember that it was Walter Malley. I did. He 
told me what had happened about the supper, and 
asked me to think it over and see if I could not be 
sure it wason the 4th of August. Isaw Walter at 
West Haven. Mr. Keefe told me that the party in 
the restaurant were Walter and James Malley and 
Blanche Douglass.”” [Mr. Keefe did some detective 
work, it was claimed at the time, in the Malley in- 
terest.]} 

Kitty O’Brien was now put upon the stand to 
corroborate Miss Harland. She testified: ‘* Miss 
Harland called at my house, No. 420 Winthrop-ave- 
nue, about 1 o’clock in the afternoon of Friday, 


Aug. 5. I went out with Miss Harland; about 4 
o’clock we went down Chapel-street, and stopped 
at Hillman’s and had ice-cream. We then went to 
Malley’s store, where we remained 20 minutes or 
half an hour, and from there to a jewelry store in 
Crown-street. We then went to Klock’s drug 
store, corner of Chapel and Church streets, and 
finally to the Green, where wo sat down. We got 
to the Green about 6:20 o’clock. When we left 
the Green we went down Chapel-street, Miss 
Harland taking a car at the corner Of State-street. 
We met James Maliey on the way, at the corner of 
Orange and Chapel streets. James spoke to Miss 
Harland about not having gone home yet. I 
know the day was the 5th of August because | was 
finishing my vacation, and expected to return to 
work in Malley’s store on the foliowing Monday. 
When I went in the store that afterneon I saw 
James Malley with Miss Harland; it was about 5:30 
o'clock.” The witness was cross-examined by Mr. 
Doolittle, and said that when Miss Harland called 
on her the family were all sitting around the dinner- 
table. They had finished eating. The family con- 
sisted of her father, mother, brother, and sisters. 

John F. Manning, employed as a clerk last 
August at the Malley store, testified that he had 
known James six or seven years. lie saw him pass 
out of the store between 6 and 7 o'clock on the 
evening of Thursday, Aug. 4. He went out of 
the Temple-street door, alone. Mr. Casey, the 
watchman, and Mr. Gaffney, a joiner, stood near. 
When James approached the door he asked tf his 
father was there, and Casey replied that his father 
had just gone down the street. James then said 
if Walter should call to tell him that he (James) 
had taken his (Walter’s) horse and gone to supper 
and would be back in half an hour. The witness 
testified: “ Isaw James get intothe carriage. It 
wasa gilded, side-bar top buggy which Walter 
ordinarily used.” 

Melissa Healy testified: ‘* Last August I was em- 
ployed as a dress-maker at James Malley’s, [the 
elder Malley,] on Whalley-avenue. 1 did not see 
James Malley, Jr., on Thursday evening, but 
thought I heard him talk. I saw a team hitched at 
the house that evening. The buggy had red wheels. 
The horse was Walter's. Friday evening, Aug. 5, 
while working in the room adjoining the sewing- 
room at Mr. Malley’s, I saw James step off a horse 
car and come toward the house. ‘This was at 7:30 
or 8o’elock. isaw him after he came through the 
gate, and was then about 120 feet from him. Dt- 
rectly afterward I went down to tea. Miss Katie 
Malley was in the dining-room with me. I don't 
remember of any one else being present. Aftertea 
Iwentiitothe parlor and there met Mrs. Malley 
and her two children, Miss Kate Malley came 
in and introduced me to Mrs. Maliey. I staid in the 
parlor about half an hour. While there I heard 
James Malley talking in the dining-room. The 
voices [ recognized were those of Lizzie and James 
Mailey. They were inthe next room to the back 
parlor, where I was. I juaged from the talking that 
James and his sister were taking tea. When James 
got off the horse car he wore a blue-black suit and 
a straw hat with polka dots.” 

The witness was questioned with a view of show 
ing that her testimony was subject to Malley in- 
fluence. She said: “I worked five days for Mr. 
Malley the first week in August and six days the 
next week. I cannot remember how many after 
that. Miss Kate Malley told me of Jennie Cra 
mer’s death just before dinner on Aug. 6. I was in 
the sewing-room, Nothing was said, as I remem- 
ber, about James at that time. I was first spoken 
toon Monday as to James's whereabouts on Fri- 
day night. Lulu Malley spoke te me while we 
were in the sitting-room. Monday night James 
Malley, Sr., spoke about the same thing. I think I 
saw James Malley, Jr., the ae following Jen- 
nie’s death, He was at dinner; Miss Lizzie was 
present. He was writing part of the time while 
at the table. it was the first time I had seen him 
since Jennie’s death, and | talked with him afew 
minutes with regard to it.” 

Catherine Malloy, a stout lady of middle age. 
who has sat with the Malley family tor the last 
two orthree days of the trial, testified: “lama 
widow, and live at No. 124 Madison-street. I 
frequently called at the Malleys, and was 
af the house Friday evening, Aug. 5, be- 
tween 7 and 8 o'clock. My two daughters, 
aged 8 and 9, were with me. Lulu Malley 
cameto the door and we went through the hall 
into the dining-room and then te the back parlor, 
Katie Malley brought in some dresses to show me. 
My children went to the back orchard and brought 
in some fruit. My youngest daughter played the 
piano, and I was introduced to Miss Healy, who 
also played. 1 know that James was there, for he 
came into the§ room and said to me’ ‘Good even 
ing Mrs. Malloy,’ and asked me if IT had seen him 
driving up the avenue the evening before. I told him 
yes. and that I thought he waa driving fast. I was 
in the back parlor and he was in the dining-room. On 
the same evening James came Into the room to 
light the gas, and spoke to Lulu Malley about his 
shoes being off. I heard him singing. He was ap- 
parently down stairs. Ileft the house about 9:30, 
half an hour afterI heard the singing. I think [ 
staid balf or three-quarters of an hour after Miss 
Healy and her sister left. Atthe Malley house 
that night 1 saw Misses Lizzie, Lulu, and Katie 
Malley, Miss Healy or her sister, and Minnie Quinn 
and my two little girls.” 

Mr. Doolittie cross-examined. The witness said: 
“James Mailey, Sr.,spoke to me on Saturday 
about Jennie Cramer's body being found. hidn’t 
know exactly who the young lady was and sv nade 
some inquiries.” 

The witness spoke in a tone so low that Juryman 
Mix, who 1s deaf, could not hear, and one of the 
jurymen went to sleep, The witness went on to 
say that last August she had charge of the millinery 
department in Malley’s store, and proceeded to 
testify as follows: ** Miss Lizzie Malley called for me 
about 2 0’clock Sunday afternoon and wauted me 
to go to the house. I wentand met the young ladies 
in the parlor. James Mailey, Sr., was at the inter 
view. He spoke about something being in the 
paper,”’ 

Q.—What did he say? A.—He said he wanted to 
te in an item to show that James was in the 
1ouse on Friday, and that I was then with Miss 
Healy. James had not then been arrested. 

Q.—Did you not testify at West Haven that this 
conversation was the day before James was ar- 
rested? A.--I might have so said. 

Annie Cierkin was next called. She was a cook 
at Edward Mailey’s house last August. This wit- 
ness testified: *“‘On Wednesdiy evening, Aug. 3, 
Walter and James Malley had tea at the house. 
They came in about 5:30 and remained all the even- 
ing. On Thursday evening Walter and his cousin 
James came in about 10:30 o’clock. It was late 
when I went to bed that night. The next morning 
(Friday) Mr. Walter and Mr. James breakfasted 
together. The watchman, John Casey, came to 
the house that morning after James Malley. I be- 
lieve he had a dispatch for him. Casey stepped 
into the dining-room and, I believe, gave it to him. 
That morning Mr. Walter was fixing a shelf 
in the dining-room, covering it with vel- 
vet. They left the house about 8:30. 
I next saw Mr. Walter at dinner, Mr 
Michael Malley caine in while Walter was at din- 
ner. He did not have any. Walter drove away 
at 1 o’clock in a_ buggy. It was Walter's 
team. I did not see him again until 10:45 that 
night, when he was driving into the barn, He had 
the same team that he drove away with. I know 
the time, because I had a clock in my room. I 
know it was Friday, because the housekeeper left 
on Wednesday, and I went to see Dr. Ives Aug. 4. 
Nellie Sullivan was employed inthe house and 
Frauk Lyons and Jimmy Healy worked around the 
place. Mr. Walter’s team made a good debl of 
racket when he drove in. No teams left the barn 
after Mr. Walter came in.” 

This witness was subjected to a long cross-exami- 
nation by Mr. Doolittie. She said: ‘' It rained that 
Friday night. At 10 o'clock I was down at the 
barn talking to Jim Bohan, the coachman. I spent 
most of the afternoon and evening at the barn, as 
I was alone. I went to work at Mr. Malley’s last 
July. Mr. Walter did not have a top on his 
carriage when he came in, nor had he an 
umbrella. There were seven horses in the 
barn. It was Thursday evening that James and 
Walter had supper together. Nellie Sullivan waited 
on them.” ‘The witness, after further cross-exami- 
nation, said she had been mistaken about the sup- 
per. It was on Wednesday night of that week that 
they had it. It was chops. James went to Bros- 
chart’s forthem. About 9 o’cileck in the evening 
Walter went into the kitcnen for water. The next 
morning he was im the dining-room eating break- 
fast with James. 

Mr. Doolittle endeavored to get from the witness 
what went om at the Malley house on that Wednes-_ 


day night, so eventful for Jennie Cramer, but the 
replies brought out but little information. 

Frederick W. Bishop testified that he was on 
Temple-street, Aug. 5, between 7 and 8 in ‘Ye even- 
ing, waiting for a horse car, and got home about 
8:45. He saw a horse and huexy near the entrance 
of Thalheimer’s saloon, 75 feet trom Chapel-street, 
on the opposite side of Temple from Malley’s store. 
There were then two men at the side entrance 
(Temple-street) of Malley’s store. One of them 
came out and met some one. A man was between 
the side door of the store and Chapel-street, either 
standing up or leaning against a pile of boxes. 

John F. Casey, the night watehman at the Malley 
store, testified: ‘‘On Wednesday, Aug. 3, I saw 
James Malley go to the side door of the store. It 
was between 6and7 o'clock. James had a team 
infront of the store. It was Walter’s—a smail 
brown horse, and buggy with red wheels and no 
top. I took atelegraph dispatch to James Malley 
at his house on Thursday morning, Aug. 4, about 
8:80 o’clock. 

Q.—Do you remember lighting a match for Mr. 
James Malley at the desk in the store on Wednes- 
day, Aug. 3? A.—I don’t recollect. I did not see 
Walter on the morning I took the dispatch to 
James, but was told he was there.

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CAMPANINI’S DEPARTURE.

Signor Italo Campanini and his wife sailed 
for France yesterday on the steamer Amérique, of 
the Compagnie Générale Transatlantique Line. On 
the same vessel there also sailed a number of the 
members of the French opera company whieh has 
recently closed a season in this City. An hour be- 
fore the departure of the steamer from her wharf 
at the foot of Morton-street, the friends of Cam- 
panini began to gather at the dock, and the main 
saloon was soon transformed into a conservatory- 
like apartment by the large number of floral offer- 


ings sent to the popular tenor and his wife. Among 
these were a large and handsome floral horse- 
shoe of choice roses, a ship of rose- 
buds, carnations, lilies of the valley, and 
other small flowers, in which the Italian 
national colors predominated; a large bouquet of 
Jacqueminot roses, aud a basket of Jacqueminot 
aud Maréchal Niel buds. It was 2:30 when Signor 
and Mme. Campanini drove up to the steamer’s 
gang-plank and were welcomed ‘most cordially b 
their cost of friends. The cordlality of the wel- 
come and the heartiness of the don voyages spoken 
on the dock were repeated on shipboard both by 
friends assembled there and by tellow-passengers. 
Previous to going on board ship Mme. Campanini 
was presented with two, very large and handsome 
hand bouquets by some of her lady friends who 
had assembled to say good-bye. 

Just before the steamer lott her dock a large 
party of Signor Campanini’s friends boarded the 
Hon. John H. Starin’s steamer Blackbird for a trip 
down the Harbor in company with the Amérique. 
Among those on board were the Hon. John H. 
Starin and wife, ex-Postmaster-General James, 
Signor Moderati and wife, Mr. and Mrs. Howard 
Carroll, Dr. and Mrs. Brigiotti, and many other in- 
timate friends of the tenor and his wife, American, 
French, and Italian. At the peak of the Blackbird 
the Italian colors were flying. The little steamer 
followed close'y to the stern of the huge vessel, 
and from the decks the last farewells were shouted 
across the water when the boats were about two 
miles down the Bay. Then, as the Blackbird came 
about for her trip bask to the City, the party gave 
three rousing cheers for Campanini and his wife, 
who stood at the stern-post of the Amérique, the 
former waving his hat and the latter 
her handkerchief in acknowledgment of the 
cheers and the repeated shrieks of the Black- 
bird’s whistles. Signor Campanini goes to his Ital- 
jan home for the Summer, and may sing during 
the coming season, in accordance with the terms of 
a flattering offer, in Milan, (La Scala,) Rome, and 
Naples. It is among the possinilities that he may 
return to this country in October, however, as he 
has offers under consideration which may result in 
his return. The past season here, he says, has been 
the pleasantest he has ever passed in this country, 
and he will be glad to return here, for, he said, 
**you know J leave behind me some of the best and 
truest friends I ever had; friends whose kindnesses 
I can never forget. And then, too, I like America 
better than any country I was ever in, except Italy. 
And New-York is quite like a home to me, and I 
love it and its people almost as I do my own.”’ 

On the way down the Bay the Blackbird had a 
narrow escape Irom being run down by the pro- 
pelier Manhattan, of the Old Dominion Line. The 
Blaekbird was close to the Amérique, and well to 
et was the lighter Climax. When about off the 

jattery the Manhattan veered out of her course 
and bore down directly on the course being taken 
by the Amérique and her companion. When off 
the Battery the Manhattan, under good headway, 
ran into the Blackbird, but, fortunately, not with 
sufficient force to cut the little steamer in two or 
to force her against the stern of the Amérique, 
though for a moment it seemed inevitable that 
one of the two accidents must happen to the 
pleasure steamer. Fortunately, the Amériaue 
was under sufticient headway to allow the Black- 
bird to avoid the impending collision with 
her, and no further damage was done to the Black- 
bird than to crush and rip the timbers from the port 
wheel-house. There was a considerable crash at 
the time of the collision, but there was littie ex- 
citement. The collision was due to culpa- 
ble carelessness on the part of the pilot of 
the Manhattan, for the Blackbird had an un- 
doubted right of way, being on the starboard of 
the Manhattan and three or four lengthsin front of 
her, before the Manhattan went out of her course. 
There was plenty of unoccupied water between 
the Amérique and the shore in which the Manhat- 
tan could have had a free and unobstructed course, 
and the accident was entirely inexcusable.

One of the heaviest fires that has occurred 
in Wheeling, West Va., for years broke out about 
4 o'clock yesterday morning in the wholesale 
grocery and liquor store of Michael Reilly, in 
Maine-street, north of Fourteenth. An impetus 
was given to the flame by the large quantity of 
whisky and other liquors in tne building, andina 
yery short time the flames, which originated in the 
elevator way, had mounted to the roof and en- 
veloped the whole building. The building, a 
three-story brick, was completely gutted, and the 
stock nearly all destroyed. ‘The loss on the bulid- 
ing is $10,000. The stock, at an inventory taken on 
Jan. 1, was valued at $76,000, including the meat 
in the pork-house, powder inthe magazine, whisky 
in bond, salt in the yards, and a horse and 
wagon, &c., amounting in all to $21,000. The 
total lossis estimated at about $60,000, Insured in 
the following companies: City of London, $2,00u; 
Metropole, Paris, $2,500; Commercial Union, New- 
York, $2,500: North British and Mercantile, $2,500; 
North American, Philadelphia, $5,000; Pheonix, 
New-York, $5,000: Imperial, London, $5,000; Lion, 
London, $5,000; Williamsburg, $2,500; American, 
Philadelphia, $2,500; Manufacturers’, Wheeling, 
$2,500; Franklin, Wheeling, $5,000; total, $42,000, 
The building was insured in the Hamburg-Bremen. 
The wholesale dry goods and notion house of L. 8. 
Deleplaine, Son & Co., adjoining. had its stock 
badly damaged by smoke and water; mostly cov- 
ered by tusurance. The fire is believed to be of 


incendiary origin, as no other cause can be assigned. , 


A large fire broke out in Putnam, Conn., at 
2:30 o'clock yesterday morning, which destroyed 
the Bugbee block. including the Post Office, Noth- 
ing was savea, The surrounding buildings were 
badly damaged. ‘The fire is said to have been the 
work of tramps. The total loss is estimated at 
$60,000. 
hardware and stoves, loss $15,000; Postmaster Wil- 
son, $2,000; George E. Shaw & Co., jewelers, 
$2,000; George Warren, fancy goods, $1,000; Dr, 
Darling, druggist, $3,000; Dr. Sharpe, dentist, 
$1,000, and the /afriot printing establishment, 
$5,000. The losers weré all insured for about half 
the value of the property destroyed. The block 
was valued at $25,000; insured for 316,000. It was 
only by the greatest exertion that the Commercial 
Hotel and Fuller’s, Hoyle’s, and Hathaway’s blocks 
were saved, 

A fire started last night in.a stable in Chel- 
sea, Mass., owned by Charles A. Campbell, and 
communicated to the iron foundry building of A. 


8. Hodges, also owned by Campbell, and the fire-! 
These build-: 


brick faetory of Sturgis Chaddock. 
jugs and a store-shed, all of wood, were destroyed, 
and the flames spread across the street, setting fire 
to a row of French roof briek dwellings, badly 
damaging nine of them, burning off the rocfs and 
two upper stories. Two frame dwellings were also 
dumaged, and a shed in which 20 sleighs, owned 
by various persons, were stored, was burned with 
its contenty. The total loss is about $32,000, upon 
which there is $22,850 insurance, divided among 20 
companies.

Loss, $20,000; insurance, $2,000. 

At Providence, R. I., yesterday morning, a 
barn attached to the Cranston Hotel, near the city 
line, was destroyed by fire. The loss is estimated 
at about $3,900; insured for $2,500. 

A fire occurred in Clarksville, Texas, Tues- 
day night, in Masonic Building.

WORKMEN OUT ON STRIKE 


LABOR TROUBLES EXTENDING IN 
THE GREAT WEST. 

THE ROLLING MILLS OF PITTSBURG LYING 
IDLE AND THEIR FIRES DRAWN—THE 
IRON MILLS OF WHEELING SHUT DOWN— 
POSTPONEMENT OF A PROPOSED STRIKE. 

PittsBURG, Penn., May 31.—Ihe fires in 35 
of the 36 rolling mills in this district were drawn to- 
night, and now the fight between the workmen 
and iron-masters has fairly begun. As to the 
possible duration of the strike opinions 
differ. It is certain that there will be no 
retrograde movement on the part of the workmen, 
while there are signs of weakness in the oppo- 
site direction on the part of manufacturers. This 
afternoou Hussey, Howe & Co., and Singer, Ni- 
meck & Ce., (limited,) both steel firms, not in- 
cluded among the rolling mills, and Carnegie 

Brothers & Co., (limited,) of the Union 

Iron-works, engaged largely in the manufacture 

of heavy specialties, such as structure beams and 

bridge work, signed the scale presented by the 

Amalgamated Association. The last named is the 

first rolling mill to break from the ranks of the 

manufaeturers. At the rooms of the assocla- 
tion to-night much importance is attached 
to the action of the proprietors of the Union 
iron mill, inasmuch as a number of men employed 
there are non-union men. Secretary Martin feels 
certain that the strike will not be of long dura- 
tion. Carnegie Brothers give as a reason for sign- 
ing that they are crowded with orders which 


must be filled at all hazards. On the 
other hand, manufacturers do not regard 
to-day’s action as a break, claiming that they were 
fully advised that the move would be made. Most 
of them talk fight as strongly as ever, and claim 
that the action of the Union Mills will have no 
effect on the general result. All the mills 
in the Mahoning Vailey banked fires to-night. There 
was a rumor that the large concern of Brown. 
Bonnell & Co., which acts independently of the 
Iron Association, had concluded to sign, but this is 
contradicted by the receipt of a dispatch by Secre- 
tary Martin from Columbus. Twenty thousand 
toilers will be idle in Pittsburg to-morrow, but the 
Amalgamated Association claim to be able to keep 
waat from their doors. 


Cuicaao, May 31.—The great strike of iron- 
workers in the Western mills, which was ‘ordered 
to gointo effect to-morrow, has been postponed 
until June 15, with many reasons for believing that 
an arrangement with the manufacturers will be 
made by that time, and the movement postponed 
indefinitly, When the conference of Monday, be- 
tween the manufacturers and the committee of 
the Amalgamated Jrou and Steel Workers ended in 
disagreement, the strike was thought inevitable, 
and the manufaeturers promptly took steps pre- 
paratory to closing down at once. A wages move- 
ment had been expected, and the establish- 
ments had been run on the hand to 
month basis for several months. Supplies were 
bought in the most limited fashion, no heavy 
stocks were carried, and all that was needed to 
enable them to shut down with a minimum of loss 
was to telegraph orders stopping all supplies not 
actually on the way. The committee of the 
workmen remained in this city instead of return- 
ing to their constituents, and throughout yester- 
day bad frequent telegraphic consultation with 
President Jarrett and the Executive Committee of 
the national governing body of the amalgamated 
societies. The tenor of the instructions may 
be inferred from the fact that at 7 e’clock last 
evening D. C. Bradley, of the Calumet Iron and 
Steel Company, met them by appointment at the 
Griggs House, and was informed that the commit- 
tee had decided to postpone the strike until June 
15, and that their aid would be lent to bringing 
about a general conference of the manufacturers 
and representatives of the amalgamated societies 
in the hope of reaching a satisfactory adjustment 
of the differences before the end of the fortnight. 


CUMBERLAND, Md., May 31.—About 150 
new miners, mostly Austrians, Scandinavians. and 
Germans, arrived here this afternoon about 3:30, 
and were met by a detachment of Police, who ac- 
companied them to Eckhart. on the Eckhart 
Branch Railroad, about nine miles west of Cumber- 
land. Another gang of 200 is expected in a few 
days. The scene at the Eckhart mines is animated 
to-day, but the little village is almost depopulated, 
the Knights of Labor having issued orders to the 
strikers to keep away from the scene. No trouble 
is anticipated, and the old miners are expected to 
go to work before many more days. 

CLEVELAND. Ohio, May 31.—The Herald’s 
special from Erie reports that 250 puddlers of the 
Mount Hickory Rolling Mill will go on strike to- 
morrow for an advance of 50 cents per ton. 

WHEELING, West Va., May 31.—The iron 
and nail mills of this city and vicinity shut down 
this evening for an indefinite period, the proprie- 
tors having refused to sign the new scale of wages 
for employes which would take effect to-morrow. 
The Whittaker sheet-iron mill signed the scale this 
evening, and will be the only mill in operation to- 
morrow. By this stoppage 5,000 men will be 
thrown out of employment bere, and both parties 
are firm. ‘The outlook 1s gloomy in the extreme. 

CINCINNATI, Ohio, May 31.—So far as ascer- 
tained, three of the five iron mills in Newport, Ky., 
will shat down inthe morning. It is not certain 
what course the othertwo will take. The manu- 
facturers have refused to sign the proposition of 
the boller-makers for a change in wages. The mills 
here have sucha heavy stock on hand that most of 
them can, without inconvenience, stop business for 
a considerable length of time. 


Sr. Lovurs, Mo., May 31.—The Laclede 
Rolling Mill, the Helbacker Forge, and the 
Harrison Wire-works in this city will shut 
down to-morrow. The Nut and Bolt Com- 
yany, Whose works in East St. Louis 
ave been closed, or partially so, will not start up 
again unless there is entire harmony among their 
men. The McDonald mill and forge has very 
few union men employed, and _ expects 
to continue work. The St. Louis Ore and 
Steel Company, which has works here, at Pilot 
Knob, Mo., and Grand Power, Ill., and employs 
8,000 men, is not affected by the existing troubles, 
as their workmen do not belong to the Amaiga- 
mated Association

NEW-JERSEY ANTI-MONOPOLISTS. 
ssp 
A RECEPTION TENDERED TO THE GOVERNOR 
AND MEMBERS OF THE LEGISLATURE. 

Yesterday was the day fixed for a reception 
by the citizens of Hudson County, N. J., of 
the Governor of the State and those members of 
the One Hundred and Sixth Legislature who aided 
in protecting the rights of Jerseymen. Gov. Lud- 
low remained in Trenton and sent a letter to the 
committee saying that he would be  an- 
able to take part in the _ fevtivities. It 
was understood that the affair was gotten up in 
the interest of the anti-monopolists, and that the 
leaders in the movement against monopolies in the 
State would bein command. The place of meet- 
ing was the Windsor Hotel, (formerly Taylor’s,) 
near the ferry in Jersey City, and among those in

OBITUARY NOTES. 

Hermann Julius Theodor Hettner, Professor 
in the University of Jena, and a writer on art and 
literature, is dead. 

Dr. G. W. Campbell, the oldest and most 
eminent physician of Montreal, died Tuesday in 


Edinburgh, Scotland. He had only lately succeed- 
ed to a Scotch Baronetcy by the death of an elder 
brother. 

The Hon. M. 8. Otero died at his residence in 
Santa Fé, New-Mexico, Tuesday, of heart disease. 
His death was sudden and unexpected. He was 
prominent in the political history and commercial 
development of New-Mexico, having represented 
the Territory in Congress for several years. His 
body will be taken to Denver for burial. 


The Rev. Sloats Van Santvoord, D. D., the 


oldest elergyman in the Reformed Church in Amer- 


ica, died Tuesday at New-Baltimore, N. Y., at the 
age of 92 years. He was born in Scheneotady. and 
was the oldest living graduate, but one, of Union 
College. He was also the last survivor of the Class 
of '11, and was the oldest living graduate of the 
New-Brunswick Theological Seminary. He had 
been Pastor of Reformed churches in Rensselaer, 
Columbia, and Greene Counties, and was one of 
the leading men in the denomination.

GEN. LOGAN MAKES A REPORT ON 
THE CASE. 

& BILL RESTORING PORTER TO THE ARMY 

REPORTED TO THE SENATE—GEN, 1LO- 

GAN’S MINORITY REPORT SETTING FORTH 


THE FAGTS—A DANGEROUS PRECEDENT 
WHICH HE PROTESTS AGAINST. 

WASHINGTON, May 31.—The Senate Mili- 
tary Committee reported a bill to-day for the relief 
of Fitz John Porter, It authorizes his appointment 
to the position of Colonel in the Army, with the 
same grade and rank held by him at the time of his 
dismissal, provided that he shall receive no pay, 
compensation, or allowance whatsoever for the 
time intervening between his dismissal and his ap- 
pointment under this act. The vote in the com- 
mittee to-day on the bill was as follows: Yeas— 
Senators Sewell, Cockrell, Maxey, Grover, and 
Hampton; nay—Senator Logan. Messrs. Cameron, 
of Pennsylvania; Harrison, and Hawley were ab- 
sent. Mr. Cameron is known to agree with the 
conclusions of the majority of the committee. 
Gen. Logan expects that his minority report will 
be approved by Messrs. Hawley and Harrison upon 
their return to the city, and says Gen. Hawley has 
informed him that he is in accord with its main 
proposition. 

The recital of the history of the case contained 
in the majority report (presented by Senator Sew- 
ell) is merely a formal statementof its legal history, 
briefly setting forth nothing more than the fact of 
the appointment of the court-martial, the sentence 
impostd and its approval, the creation and recom- 
mendation of the board of review, and the recent 
remission by President Arthur of the continuing 
portion of the original sentence. 

The minority report, submitted by Senator Logan, 
quotes at the outset the text of the orders conven- 
ing the court-martial which tried Gen. Porter in 
1862-3, their findings, sentence, and approval of 
President Lincoln, dated Jan. 21, 1863, and then 


gives the names of the officers comprising that 
military court as follows: Major-Gen. David 
Hunter, Major-Gen. Ethan Allen Hitchcock, Hrig.- 
Gen. Rufus King, Brig.-Gen. Benjamin M. Pren- 
tiss, Brig.-Gen. James B. Ricketts, Brig.-Gen. Silas 
Casey, Brig.-Gen. James A. Garfield, Brig.-Gen. 
Napoleon B. Buford, Brig.-Gen. John P. Slouch, 
and Col. Joseph Holt, Judge-Advocate-General and 
Recorder of the court. The report says: ‘* This 
general court-martial, according to the decisions 
of the highest court of recordin the United States, 
was as valid a judicial tribunal for the tral of 
causes within its competency as any court in the 
land. The case of Fitz John Porter was within 
the jurisdiction of this court. He appeared ana 
Was satisfied with the composition of the court- 
martial and declared that he had no objection to 
any member of the court. Nine General officers 
sat on that trial under obligations of a special oath, 
prescribed by statute, to * well and truly try and 
determine according to evidence and to administer 
justice,’ Men of higher character never before 
composed a court for the trial of any man charged 
with an offense against the laws of the country or 
the rules and articlos of war. Their position and 
responsibility were largely different from those of 
aboard of gentlemen assembled to hear ex parte 
statements, clothed with no legal authority and 
with no responsibility.” 

Considerable space is devoted to a review of the 
report of the Board of Review, composed of Gens. 
Schofield, Terry, and Getty, appointed by Presi- 
dent Hayes in 1878, to examine new evidenee relat- 
Ing to Gen. Porter’s case. The board and its find- 
ings are criticised as follows: ‘*This board was an 
illegal body, unwarranted in law or by precedent. 
Their opinions should weigh no more than the 
ppinions of any other three gentlemen. Their re- 
port shows clearly that they did not understand 
the duty they were to perform. They ask the 
President to set aside a court-martial in violation of 
law, to exercise a power that he did not have, and 
to do such acts as would restore Fitz John Porter 
and give him pay for 15 years when he performed 
bo duty ‘and was merely a citizen of the 
United States, deprived of the right to 
bold office even. ‘Their whole report shows 
that it is not based upon the evidence 
that was before the court-martial, nor was it based 
upon the evidence that they themselves took, but 
is entirely in contradiction and contravention to 
euchevidence. They, as intelligent men, whether 
Jawyers or not, should ‘have known that they had 

‘no power or authority to inquire into the evidence 

or proceedings of the court-martial, swear wit- 
nesses, take testimony, or to hear and determine 
any question of jaw or fact. Their whole report is 
ap assumption of power and an attempt to set 
themselves up above the judgments of a lawfully 
constituted court of sworn officers, the President of 
the United States, the Attorney-General, and 
the authorities of the Government acting at 
the time that the court-martial’s decision was 
announced. It looks more like an attemptto open 
the doors of Congress for the restoration of per- 
s0ns who had been dismissed from the Army 15 or 
20 years ago, who were fortunate enough to be ed- 
ucated by the Government, but who failed to do 
their whole duty when their Government de- 
manded it. The assumptions of this board are not 
borne out or justified by the records and evidence 
fin this case. How could they assume to know 
what evidence had weight with the court-martial 
and what had not? The record does not give such 
information, and how could they obtain it? They 
assume that at the time the acts were commit 
ted, the witnesses who stpod by, who saw 
and knew the facts, were not competent to 
give the facts as they knew them, but 
that, after 16 or 18 years, the knowledge suddenly 
comes to the witnesses, and they can state facts 
better and more clearly than they did at the time 
they transpired. The whole appearance of this 
case as reported by this board would indicate that 
it was made upin order to introduce confusion 
and misconception into it. It must be remembered 
that there is not now, nor has there been at any 
time, a charge that the court-martial which found 
Fitz John Porter guiity in 1863, was hot a legal 
court; thatit did not have jurisdiction of the per- 
f0n and the case. No one ever asserted that Fitz 
John Porter did not have a fair trial. No 
one will say that the gentlemen who tried 
him were unskilled in war or wanting in 
their knowledge of law. And now Congress is 
askea to not only declare that they were preju- 
diced, that they found an innocent man guilty, and 
that Abraham Lincoln, the martyred President, 
wantonly and against the evidence confirmed the 
netion of the court-martial—not only this, but that 
the second martyred President, James A. Gartield, 
who was on that court-martial, was prejudiced, 
without knowledge of military affairs, and want- 
Ing in the knowledge of law and the weight of tes- 
timony. All of these things we are asked to do 
because of the persistency of this man before the 
eountry and Congress to have a verdict in effect 
Set aside and he be restored to the Army anda 
place which by his own conduct he disgraced.” 

Continuing, the report says: ‘* Criminal acts con- 
sist in intent and action combined. The intent or 
motive to the act is judged by the facts known to 
the party charged, and not by what he did not and 
‘could not know. Porter was charged with flagrant 
disobedience of proper orders. The reasons why 
disobeyed must have been in bis mind at.the time of 
disobedience. Information acquired years after, 
evenif true, of the force and condition of the enemy 
who stood in the way of success could not have been 
his motive for the act, and, even if such informa- 
tion was before him at the time, it is 
neither defense nor excuse. If he was at 
the time certain that the obedience of his 
orders would have destroyed his command, 
still, as a soldier, it was his duty to obey. If he 
‘was certain that such obedience would destroy his 
corps, still, as a soldier, he was bound to obey. 
Occasions are not. rare where a portion of acom- 
mand must be sacrificed to bring about the gen- 
eral success, and the highest test of a good officer 
is to accept such responsibility. 
responsible for the plan of the battle; Porter for 
the proper exeeution of the part assigned him. 
Success or failure was not in his decision. His 
duty was simple and clear—to march promptly and 
fight vigorously, as commanded by his superior. 
He did neither, and he is no more justifiable 
than a Captain or Sergeant, a Corporal or pri- 
vate who disopeys the lawful order of 
his superior. It is a new feature in 
military law that asubordinate may try to show’ 
as an excuse for disobedience that the movement 
ordered, even if carried out, would not bave been 
&@ success. 
guess-work as matter of evidence in defense, The. 
inexorable, yet reasonable, severity of military law 
compels obedience and leaves consequences to him 
who givesthe order. Any other rule defeats the 
possibility of combined operations on a large 
scale and subjects grand strategic movements, al- 
‘ways difficult in themselves, to the peril of the pet- 
ulance, conceit, or lack of information of subordi-; 
nate officers.” 

Attention is then called to the orders issued to: 
Gen. Porter and to a mass of testimony taken be-. 
fore the court-martial and the Board of Review, 
tending to show disobedience of the same, and the. 
case is surnmed up as follows: ‘* We desire to say 
that in collating this testimony we bave avoidea, 
AS much as possible, taking the evidence that was 
before the court-martial which convicted Fitz John 
Porter, and have taken nearly all the evidence 
from that which was taken before the board, con- 
isting of witnesses who were the immediate offi- 
cers under command of Gen. Fitz John Porter, and 
the Confederate officers who were present at the 
engagement and opposed to our forces, The evi- 
dence on the first propesition, viz., the violation of 
the order of the 27th of August, is clear and con- ; 
clusive, and shows beyoud question or doubt that ; 
Fitz John Porter did not only disobey said order, . 
but that he did not in the least degree at-, 
tempt to obey it. The evidence on this point 
jn connection with his letters to Gen. Burnside, 
Bhows ery that his desire was not to aid or 
assist Gen. Pope in gaining a success, but to do 
everything in his power to prevent it. In reference 
to the second order issued to him on the 29th of 
August, the evidence clearly shows that he hesi- 
tated and took time, did not move, and used every 
‘excuse that he possibly could to justify himself in 
the disobedience of sald order. The third order, 
directing him to proceed to Gainesvilie, was dis- 
obeyed in every particular. He did not attempt to 
meve his troops to Gainesville. He deiayed on the 
road, gave Longstreet an opportunity of passing 
through and joining Jackson, without the least at- 
tempt on his part to prevent it. ‘The order given 
bim at 4:30 o’clock in the afternoon, to attack the 
enemy at once, was disobeyed, avd his whole 
action in the premises showed a determination 
willfully to disobey the orders of his superior 
officer.

CASHIER HEDDEN’S SYSTEM.

LIGHT THROWN ON THE AFFAIRS OF THE 
FIRST NATIONAL BANK OF NEWARK. 

The suit of Mrs. Mary A, Dovell to recover 
$100,000 worth of securities and real estate from 
the insolvent First National Bank of Newark was 
commeneed yesterday, before Vice-Chancellor 
Bird. Mrs. Dovell’s son, Lewis, was connected 


with the bank, and on being told that he was a de- 
faulter, she made over her property to secure the 
bank from loss by his peculations. He denied that 
he had taken or used any of the bank’s money, 
and later, when the story of the bank’s failure came 
out, it appeared that Hedden, the Cashier, 
was the defaulter. Mrs. Dovell then demanded 
an account of the moneys her son was 
er with stealing, but the officers declined to 
furnish any statement, alleging that her assign- 
ment of the property tully protected the bank and 
barred them from making any specific charge 
against her son. Dovell testified yesterday that he 
never appropriated any of the bank's money, and 
that the shortage in his accounts as Teller was oc 
casioned by the peculiar finances of Hedden, the 
Cashier, who bad charged out of town banks with 
$125,000 which they did not owe. Hedden 
would also enter checks to his credit with- 
out paying them in. Cheoks as high as 
$100,000 were also entered to the Cashier 
and some of the Directors for the purpose of 
“bolstering.” When the Bank Examiner came 
around Hedden would remove the fictitious checks 
and put good checks or money intheir place. After 
the Examiner's report was made the fictitious 
checks would be put back and the money taken 
out. Mr. Dovell also testified that the Directors 
would not permit any proper investigation of his 
accounts, but always referred him to Hedden, who 
said It could not be done until such time as it could 
be accomplished without the other clerks knowing 
it. The case will probably occtipy several days.

COTTON EXCHANGE AFFAIRS.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE MANAGERS—A 
YEAR OF GREAT PROSPERITY. 

The Board of Managers of the Cotton Ex- 
change presented their annual report yesterday. 
The report congratulates the members of the Ex- 
ehange upon a year of progress and prosperity. 
The sales of actual cotton reported during the year 


were as follows: For export, 115,195 bales, against 
143,262 bales in 1881; for spinning, 138,733 bales, 
against 151,961 bales in 1881; on speculation, 38,325 
balea, against 12,133 bales in 1881; in transit, 14,819 
bales, against 3.160 bales in 1881; total, 307,075 bales, 
against 310,516 bales in 1881. To this total should 
be added an estimate of 52.000 bales, to cover ship- 
ments made direct to mills without the interven- 
tion of brokers, and 154,900 bales delivered on con- 
tract, thus raising the grand total of actual cotton 
handled during the year to 513,975 bales. The re- 
port declares it worthy of note that on Feb. 17, 
1882, out of a consolidated stock of 1,112,709 bales at 
all the ports, the stock in this port was 348,557 bales, 
which is the highest figure attained since the estab- 
lishment of the Exchange, a fact which attests the 
growing importance of this port as a cotton market. 
The handling of spot cotton is said to have been 
much improved during the past year, the work of 
a speoial committee having done away with va- 
rious causes of complaint. The sales of futures 
during the year amounted to 32,768,000 bales, against 
26,721,800 in 1881. The Exchange now has 455 mem- 
bers. The trust fund, for building purposes, 
amounts to $451,600 33. The Treasurer's report 
shows a balance on hand at the beginning of the 
year amounting to $3,322, to which was added by 
receipts from all sources during the year $46,307 47, 
making a total of $49,629 47. The year’s disburse- 
ments aggregated $42,021 52, leaving a balance in 
the treasury of $7,607 95. In presenting the re- 
port, President Tannabill made a brief and pleas- 
ant address.

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EVENTS IN THE METROPOLIS 
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KILLED BY HER HUSBAND. 
THE TRAGIO END OF THE UNHAPPY MAB- 
RIED LIFE OF TWO CIGAR-MAKERS. 

Charles Siebard, a Polish cigar-maker, 22 
years of ago, shot and killed his wife Louisa during 
an a!tercation in their residence, at No. 115 Ridge- 
street, yesterday afternoon. The killing of the 
woman was evidently premeditated, and was the 
result of jealousy on the part of the husband. The 
couple were married in September, 1879, when the 
wife was only 16 years of age, They were both 
oigar-makers, and worked in different factories, 
and six months ago they lived at No. 102 Pitt-street. 


At this time the husband became jealous of Alois 
Draghorad, a young Bohemian, whose acquaint- 


.ance Mrs. Siebard bad made in Halzman’s cigar 


factory, where she was employed. Slebard at that 
time worked at No. 153 Chambers-street. Mrs. 
Siebard went to picnics, balls, and places of amuse- 
ment with young Draghorad, much to the dis- 
leasure of her husband, who became violently 
jealons of the young man’s attentions. He be- 
ieved that Draghorad was leading his wife from 
the paths of virtue, and he objected to their in- 
timacy. His wife refused to give up her young 
beau, and the result was frequent quarrels and 
unhappiness between the husband and wife, This 
finally led toa separation between them. Mrs. 
Siebard remained at the Pitt-street house, 
and took young Draghorad as a_ boarder, 
while her husband took up his quarters at 
No, 403 Fifth-street. On a number of eccasions 
Siebard called upon his wife and endeavored to 
induce herto give up her lover and live with him 
again, but she persistently refused. Three weeks 
ago the woman, accompanied by Louis Som- 
merad, of No. 605 East Fifteenth-street, a friend, 
appeared before Justice White, in the Essex Mar- 
ket Police Court, and applied for a warrant for the 
arrest of her husband on a charge of abandon- 
ment. The husband was arrested, and Justice 
White decided that he should pay $3 a week to- 
ward his wife’s suppert. Siebard paid this allow- 
ance only one week. Sommerad made several at- 
tempts to induce the couple to live together, 
and finally suceeeded. Mrs. Siebard abandoned 
Draghorad, gave up her room in Pitt-street, and 
took board with Mrs, Eva Kadlitz, who occupies 
two rooms on the fourth floor of the rear tenement- 
house, No. 115 Ridge-street, on Monday last, which 
was the German holiday of Pfingst Montag. Siebard 
took up his quarters in Mrs. Kadlitz’s apartments 
with his wife, and in honor of the reconciliation he 
indulged in acarouse. He was put to bed drunk on 
Monday night, and in consequence of his debanch 
he did not go to work on Tuesday, but remained 
about the house nearly all day. Both went to 
work yesterday. The husband returnea at 11 
o’clock and Mrs. Slebard came home at noon and 
asked for some dinner. Mrs. Kadlitz produced a 
late of soup and. both ate from it. After 
hey had partaken of the soup Siebard sent 
his wife out for a pint of beer, They 
drank a glass of heer each and_ before 
drinking Siebard drew his wife toward him and 
embraced her affectionately. He appeared to be 
in an excellent mood, but acted somewhat strange- 
ly. He seated himsef at the open window of the 
apartments, and drawing a new seven-chambered 
revolver from his pocket fired one shot out of the 
window. His wite and Mrs. Kadlitz begged him 
to desist. He walked up and down the room 
several times, and then resumed his seat at the 
open window. His wife sat at a table near the 
eentre of the room. Siebard again displayed the 
revolver, and his wife exclaimed, “‘ Ob, Zs fool, 
what are you doing with that pistol?’ Her hus- 
band replied, *‘How would yon like to be shot? 
I will shoot you !"’ The woman rose to her feet, and, 
baring her breast, said laughingly, “I am not 
afraid; you dare not shoot me.”” As the woman 
uttered these words Siebard leaped from the 
chair on which he had been seated during this col- 
loquy, and leveling the pistol at his wife’s breast 
tired three times in rapid suceession. Two Of the 
shots took effect, and the wounded woman ran 
screaming from the room, and, plunging down 
stairs, rushed into the room on the floor be- 
low. As she crossed the threshold of this room 
she fell prone on her back on the floor and died 
before medical aid could be summoned. Siebard 
ran down stairs, fired another shot after 
his wife, and with the plsfol in his hand 
ran out into the street. He was met at 
the deorway by Patrolman Farrell, of the 
Eleventh Precinct, who had been attracted to 
the house by an alarm given by some of the in- 
mates. He was taken tothe Union Market Police 
Station, and, on being questioned by Capt. Cherry, 
he said that he had shot at his wife, but he didn't 
know that be had killed her. He also informed 
the Captain that he purchased the revolver ata 
gun shop in the Bowery yesterday morning for $1. 
le was taken before Coroner Merkle, who com- 
mitted him to the Tombs to await the result of the 
{nquest. In the Coroner's office Siebard said that 
the shooting was accidental. An examination of 
the remains of the deceased woman by Dr. Messe- 
mer, Deputy Coroner, showea thatone bullet bad 
entered her body about four inches to the left of 
the median line, and about three inches below the 
throat. A second bullet had entered the left 
breast, in the region of the heart. The remains 
were ordered to be removed to the Morgue, where 
an autopsy will be made today. Dr. Messemer 
yesterday took the sworn statement of Mrs. Kad- 
itz, in whose apartments the murder was commit- 
ted, and obtained from her the facts aa piven above. 
Mrs. Kadlitz also swore that Siebard had several 
times threatened to kill his wife, and also Draghe- 
rad, whom he believed to be her paramour. He 
renewed this threat about four weeks ago, when 
he found his wife and Draghorad together in his 
wife's apartments, and since that time Mrs, Siebard 
has been in great dread of her husband. 

Siebard said in the Coroner’s office that he had 
killed his wife because he did not live happily with 
her. He added that he thought the City could af- 
ford the expense of hanginghim. The tnquest will 
be resumed to-day. 


DONALDSON FAILS TO JUMP. 
PROF. BIBKBERO SWIMS WITH HIS HANDS 
AND FEET TIED. 

South-street was thronged with gentlemen 
of various grades of sporting society yesterday 
morning, and the places of refreshment near the 
Fulton ferry were liberally patronized. The more 
fastidious gentlemen met in Mr. William F. Me- 
Coy’s parlors and drank champagne at the expense 
of Mr. Richard K. Fox. It was understood that 


Prof. Robert Donaldson, the young Seotchman 
who was recently prevented by strong winds from 
jumping from the East River bridge, would again 
attempt the feat, and that Prof. Marquis Bibbero 
would swim across the river with his feet bound 
and his hands tied behind him. Since Prof. Don- 
aldson made his appearance in tights on the 
bridge no passes have been given to those who de- 
sired to cross the bridge. Therefore no attempt 
was made yesterday to secure a pass for the high- 
distance Professor. In the guise of a workman he 
attempted to ascend the spiral staircase at the 
side of the great stone pier on the Brooklyn 
side, but he was recognized and _ stopped. 
An attempt to go to the top of the 
stone pier on this side of the rivor was likewise un- 
suecessful. Then the jump was again postponed, 
and interest centred in the wonderful feat which 
Prof. Bibbero proposed to accomplish. The man- 
fish divested himself of his raiment in Mr. McCoy’s 
boudoir, and wasrubbed witha mixture of por- 
pois oil and lard. He explained that this delight- 
ful mixture would enable his body to retain its heat 
and prevent the sharks from biting him. 

At 12:45:08 Prof. Bibbero was again attired in his 
street costume, and, accompanied by Mr. Fox, 
Prof. Donaldson, and several well-known sporting 
gentlemen, went to a small boat in waiting at 
Fulton ferry, The piers were crowded with ex- 
cited men and boys, and the rigging of the vessels 
in the river were thick with human beings. At 
1:00:01 the boat glided from the slip, Prof. Bib- 
bero divested himseif of his coat and pantaloons, 
and was in bathing eostume. His hands and feet 
were bound with red silk cords. As he was about 
to jump into tbe water a heavy wave struck 
the boat and he fell into the river. He 
rose to the surface, and began to _ propel 
himself tike a porpoise, with his knees. He 
made good headway until he reached the middle 
of the river. Then he was caughtin the strong 
tide, and carried toward Governor's Island. The 
crowds in South-street made haste toward the Bat- 
tery. The Professor signaled to Prof. Donaldson 
when off Governor's Island to cut the cords that 
bound his feet and hands, and the latter jumped 
into the river and kindly performed the service re- 
quired, Prof. Bibbero had been in the water 58 
minutes, and when he returned to Mr. McCoy's 
boudoir partook of a botule of champagne with Mr. 
Fox, and seemed refreshed. During the time he 
was in the water the crowds on both sides of the 
river continued to increase, but few seemed to 
know, however, that a man-fish was swimming for 
a wager. It was generally supposed that a convict 
bad escaped from Black well’s Island. 


MOSES TAYLOR'S WIL? 

The will of the late Moses Taylor was offered 
for probate yesterday in the Surrogate’s Court. 
The estate disposed of by it is estimated to be 
worth from $20,000,000 to $25,000,000. The testator 
gives to his wife, Catharine A. Taylor, bis wearing

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THE BAPTIST CONVENTION. 
CONCLUDING EXERCISES AND ELECTION OF 
OFFIGERS OF THE MISSIONARY UNION, 

The National Baptist Convention held its 
last session yesterday in the First Baptist Church 
in Park-avenue, The proceedings were devoted to 
the closing exercises of the Missionary Union, The 
Rey. G. D. Boardman, D. D., presided. The Rey. 
Mr. Schaefer spoke in behalf of the German mis 
sions, and the Rev. Mr. Johnson reviewed the work 
in China and Japan. He said that there were 1,580 
Baptists in China and i180 in Japan. During the year 
180 Chinamen and 76 Japanese were baptized. There 
was considerable discussion on the subject of the 
Bible work in foreign lands. Finally the conven- 
yoted to continue the labors of a committee of 
nine who had been investigating the whole sub 
ject, and also resolved to respond to the call to be 
issued by the Baptist Publication Society.
